THE ROCK AORNOS FOUND:

He has found—and proved beyond doubt— 
that Mount Pirsar, enélosed by-a-bend of 
the River Indus south of Kolistan, is the 
rock Aornos captiived by Alexander. on-his 
Asiatic’ campaign. The story of: Sir 
Aurel’s quest in ‘the ‘spring of 1926 
makes a fascinating narrative, illustrated 
throughout by photographs “of” ruined 
Buddhist towers, . ancient. -strongholds. 
panorahiié™ views. of “thé” scénery. at 
the head of the’ Swat River Valley, and 
hy two excellent maps. It. would. be 


better illustrated volume than that. ‘‘ On 
Alexander’s Track tothe Indus’. This 
is certainly a travel book that wil! live. ~

The author began his search for Mace- 
donian remains in the great fertile valley 
of Swat. From the dawn of history this 
has been a battleground for invaders of 
India approaching . (as Alexander did, 
after the conquest of Central Asia) across 
the Hindu Kush. : Early in the last cen- 
tury Akhund arose te supreme ‘power 
over the inhabiting Pathan clans. His 
grandson, Miangul Gul-Shahzada, suc- 
ceeded in regaining the spiritual power of 
Akhund over Swat and Búner by the aid 
of a feudal force. In 1921 he become 
“ Badshah,’’ or strong, benevolent ruler, 
over the area so long forbidden, yet so 
eagerly expected hy archeologists. 

Sir Aurel Stein was‘ given a hearty 
welcome as the first European penetrating 
into Upper Swat sinceclassical times. The 
chief’s motor car carried him to Saidu, 
the capital, where he did not fail to visit 
the: shrine of the great’ Akhund, and to 
notice the modernising rule of the 
Badshah, who owned a munition factory, 
and had a keen practical perception of 
the great economic value of the magnifi- 
cent forests of Upper Swat. In con- 
trast to this there were many survivals 
of the old régime, which would never, 
perhaps, pass away altogether. One of 
them was Wésh, the age-old custom of 
periodical distribution of lands among the 
fantilies of a tribal’ sub-section. This 
practice ‘retarded progress and contri- 
buted largely to the bane of local feuds 
and vendettas. Yet. the author found 
that it survived in all the valleys of 
Kohistan which he visited except in that 
of Kana, “where the people had  in- 
herited a sense of feudal attachment to 
their Khans, and this has evidently 
helped a good deal towards the ready 
acceptance of the Badshah’s new réyime.”’ 
When in 1922 the Pathan clans allied to 
resist his forward policy the two Khans 
of Kana kept aloof, though thirst for 
battle and plunder led many tribesmen 
into the fray.

Chinese pilgrims have left descriptions 
of the valley in its heyday of monasti- 
cism. One of them calls it the ‘* beau- 
tiful garden,” and records in 519 A.D. 
that the King strictly conformed his con- 
duct to the Buddha’s Law, and by night 
the sound of the temple bells filled the 
whole country. Another states that 
by 630 many of the 1,400 monasteries 
scattered along the valley had decayed 
into ruin. Having examined many of the 
ruined shrines, the author came to the 
remarkable stone of Tirat, which bears 
the miraculous footprints of the Buddha, 
according to the legend inscribed beneath. 
The footprints sueasure nineteen inches 
in length. Buf the old Chinese pilgrim 
who saw them states that “the size 
varied. with the religious merit of the 
measurer.’’ Originally the stone lay 
under a shrine, but now ‘it serves as 
part of a stone fence by the side of a 
narrow lane.”’ 

To solve the problem of Aornos, Sir 
Aurel Stein had to return from the head 
of the Swat Valley ard make an arduous 
journey to the range of mountains 
stretching eastwards to the Indus. 
Although he was still on friendly terri- 
tory, to the north there lay an unknown 
vastness. ‘‘ No European has ever passed 
these forbidding gorges’ of the Indus 
Kohistan, and there is little chance of 
the Pax Britannica opening a way in the 
new future through these lawless 
Kohistani communities, jealous guardians 
of a succession of precipices overhanging 
the great swirling river in its narrow 
channel.’’ We may imagine, therefore, 
what. difficulties Alexander encountered 
when ‘‘ the barbarians all fled to the rock 
ealled Aornos,’’. which was . a. mighty 
mass of rock, and a report is current that 
even Herakles had found it to be impreg- 
nable.”’ .“ It was ascended by a single 
path cut by the hand of man, yet diffi- 
cult,” writes Arrian.

It had just one defect as a supreme 
defensive position, and this could not have 
proved fatal against a besteger less resource- 
ful than Alexander. “When he found that 
its spaciouscrest was crowded with defen- 
ders and that a deep gorge lay between 
Unasev and Pirsar (Aornos), he planned 
a great mound of felled trees, from which 
his slingers, advancing their position 
within shot of. the Indians, commanded 
the level space of the rock. In this way, 
and by the bravery of his soldiers advanc- 
ing up the single path for three whole 
days while the mound (of one stadion, or 
about 200 yards) was being erected, ‘‘ on 
the fourth day a few Macedonians had 
forced their way to and secured a small 
hillock level with the rock. Alexander,” 
adds Arrian, ‘‘ without ever resting, drove 
the mound forward, intending to join the 
mound to the hillock which the handful 
of men already held for him.” 

Alexander, so Arrian and Curtius state, 
offered sacrifices to the gods when he had 
gained possession of the rock. Sir Aurel 
Stein felt tempted to offer a libation to 
Pallas Athene “ for the fulfilment of a 
scholar’s hope. " He has given this dis- 
covery to the world in a splendid volume.

UNDER THE DOME. 


LW of the hundreds. who daily sit 

under the dome of the “Reading 
Room of the British Museum have an 
acute perception of that great institution. 
Tt really dates from 1759, and Mr. 
Barwick, who has spent “fifty years in 
its service, takes the opportunity here of 
telling us its interesting. history. In 
1759 the eight “ readers ” in the British 
Museum library. had to sit at a long, 
narrow, green-baize table in a -damp 
room in Montagu House, where the 
Museum then-was. ‘Phereswere eompensa- 
tions, for the two windows. opened on 
to a garden of eight acres, and actoss 
it could be seen the heights of Highgate 
and Hampstead.

Dictator of Spain: believed when he 
banished the author to the Canary 
Islands some six years ago. 

“ Mist ” is. unlikely to become popular 
in lending libraries; or to be one of the 
‘books of the month’’ anywhere. 
Unamuno himself describes it as a nivola, 
not novella, in order to stress its strange- 
ness. It is a fantasy in which a dog plays 
one of the principal parts ' a fable contrast- 
ing the intelligence of the dog with the 
stupidity of man. Guided by his instincts, 
the dog unfailingly finds his way through 
life; but man, confused by his illusions, 
dréams and desires, strays persistently in 
his passage. 

The reader meets Augusto Perez coming 
down a street on a rainy day, and sees 
him fall in love with a passing girl. He 
finds an: excuse to be introduced to her 
parents, and soon proposes marriage. The 
girl is: unwilling; because she loves .one 
Mauricio, a good-for-nothing creature who 
is aware of. his deficiencies. Mauricio 
desires that the . girl should’ marry 


- Augusto, as-gueh a marriage would be to 


her advantage, but the. girl, Eugenia, 
resents his suggestion, and they part. 
Meanwhile, the rejected Augusto has cen- 
tred his roving heart upon a little dress- 
maker, Rosario, After-much manceuvring

shall become engaged, and that Mauricio 
shall have the dress-maker. Then 
Augusto becomes jealous of Mauricio and 
quarrels with Eugenia about it; but 
peace is made and the wedding is fixed, 
but.on the eve of the ceremony Eugenia 
elopes with Mauricio. 

Then comes fantasy: instead of follow- 
ing the eloping couple Augusto goes to 
Salamanca to see Unamuno to say that he 
has decided to commit suicide. The 
author shows that such a person as 
Augusto does not exist, so he cannot 
possibly commit suicide, and Augusto is 
almost resigned to continued life when he 
dies from overeating. The doctors can- 
not.e certain what is the cause of his 
death, so that in death as in life he is 
in a “ Mist.’’ All that remains is the 
dog, and it is to him that is allotted the 
sage. discourse. on the absurdity of human 
passions. 

* - * a 

“ Mist” is an original and enthralling 
book. Its people are puppets, but they 
utter the words of a notable man. The 
author holds that ‘‘ whoever reads a novel, 
like a playgoer in a theatre, is held by the 
development of the argument, by the 
interplay of the actions and passions of 
the characters, and is strongly inclined 
to skip the descriptions of landscapes, 
however beautiful they may be.” 

Because of this belief he has left out of 
his novel all such descriptive writing, so 
useful to other novelists. Whatever may 
be thought about its philosophy, “ Mist ”’ 
is certainly a remarkable achievement. 

lt may be hoped that Mr. Alfred Knopf 
wil] soon issue other novels by the exiled 
Professor of Greek at the University of 
Salamanca, who writes to-day “ in exile 
at Hendaya, in my native Basque moun- 
tains, facing the Spain that is the marrow 
of my bones.” Much of that marrow will 
be found in “' Mist.”’

ECONOMICS AND 
MORALITY.

a its title indicates, this book is an 
essay in the solution of economic, 
social and industrial problems from a 
basis whieh is not that of the economist 
or the ‘sociologist. Its line of approach is 
that of the moralist, and neither Com- 
munist nor capitalist will take much 
comfort from its pages. 

Its’ author, of course, would’ not 
divorce economics or sociology from the 
moral law. On the contrary, he postu- 
lates that. morality should inform and 
direct these social sciences and guide men 
in their economic and industrial rela- 
tions. His-ottlook, therefore, is from an 
angle generally ignored by most writers 
on social subjects. In his own words, 
‘‘the problem attacked is a moral one; 
what are the moral principles which 
should govern any and every form of 
social and economic organisation; in 
particular, what are their applications to 
capitalism; how far is the neglect of 
them responsible for our social troubles, 
and how can their neglect be remedied ?’’ 
In brief, ‘“the moral Jaw is here taken to 
mean all those rational) principles 
-which should guide men in all their 
deliberate, voluntary —actions. Its 
function is to direct the free will; its 
application: to the various situations in 
which man. finds himself leads to the 
formulation of principles to guide moral 
action; and the attempt to apply these 
fundamental moral principles to the 
social and.economic questions of to-day, 
if made sincerely, ad on a. wide enough 
‘scale, Father Watt believes, “ would 
introduce a new and life-giving element 
into our national, economy.” 

‘It will be séen that the book has very 
utnbitions aims. Its author, however, 
does not pretend that he has said all 
there is to be said on this subject, even 
by a writer who is a trained economist as 
well as a trained theologian. The reader 
who gives serious thought to what he 
does say inust. admit that to humility he 
adds sincerity, impartiality and com- 
petence in dealing with the most out- 
standing and urgent problem of our day. 
It would be too much to expect that his 
conclusions will: find stusral tnd imme- 
diate acceptance; but without qualifica- 
tion -it can. be said that they deserve 
the earnest and deep study of anybody 
who is concerned about the social ills of 
the modern community.

‘‘ inferiority complex.’’ With consider- 
able skill Mr. Huddleston quotes the 
affairs with Louise de la Valliére and 
Athenais de Montespan in support of this 
theory. The gentle clinging Louise en- 
gaged the royal attention by her lowly 
devotion which acted like balm on the self- 
conscious king and finally lost his regard 
by her persistence and lack of decorum. 
The occasion on which her jealous frenzy 
led her to pursue the king across country 
in her coach in front of the whole Court is 
well cited.

(BEFORE JUDGE DAVITT AND A JURY.) 


The trial of the probate suit concerning 
the will and codicil thereto of Miss Marv 
Dempsey, laie of Grove Park, tathmines, 
ended yesterday in a settlement between the 
parties and the admission of the will and 
codicil to probate. 

The piaintiffs in the case were the Rev. 
Richard Fleming, gs priest of Rathmines, 
and Mr. W. S. Collis, solicitor, who were 
named as executors, Mr. Collis having, on 
the instructions of the testatrix, drawn the 
will and codicil. By these instruments Miss 
ma left her money—about £500—to 
Probate was opposed by the testatrix’s 
niece, Mrs. Mary Moreau, of Grace Park 
avenue, Drumcondra, on the ground that 
Miss Dempsey at the time she made her will 
and the codicil was not mentally capable of 
disposing of her affairs, and that she had 
been addicted to drink. 

The evidence of the plaintiffs was that 
Miss Dempsey was quite capable of making 
her will and the codicil. On the other hand. 
the defendant and two or three witnesses 
testified that the testatrix had been unduly 
addicted to whiskey, and that she occasionaliv 
Was strange in her manner. E 

At the sitting of the Court, the Judge 
suggested that a settlement might be come 
to. 

Counsel having conferred with the Judge 
in private, and afterwards with their clients. 

Mr. Hector Hughes, K.C.. with whom was 
Mr B. O’Briain (instructed by Messrs. Collis 
aod Ward), for the plaintiffs, said that thie 
parties hud agreed to a settlement,. wherebv 
the will and the codicil would be admitted 
to probate, all opposition being withdrawn, 
the consent being signed by both parties. 

Mr. Martin Maguire, K.C., with whom was 
Mr. J. J. Mooney (instructed by Messrs. 
J. ©. O'Meagher and Son), for the defendant. 
sail that he had been instructed to with- 
draw all opposition to the will and codicil: 
that it should be made clear that any im- 
putation of any kind that had been made 
against Mr. Collis had been withdrawn, and 
that he had acted with propriety and in 
accordance with the etiquette of his profes- 
sion. 

The Judge read the consent, made it a 
rule of Court, and decreed piobate of the 
will and codicil. He said that he was quite 
satisfied that Mr. Collis had acted with 
perfect propriety in the case. 

The jury were then discharged, with a 
gu:nea as their fee for two days.

Joseph Foley, Lower Main street, Rush, 
sued H. M. S. Catherwood, Ltd., a Belfast 
firm, having an office at 15 Talbot street, 
Dublin, to recover damages for injurv eaused 
to the plaintiff’s lorry by the alleged negligent 
driving of the defendants’ motor omnibus on 
the road near Swords on the 15th of February 
last. :

Ghe Islandmen. 


Much interest is being taken in English 
theatrical circles, I am told, in the 
Summer School of Acting organised by the 
Birmingham Municipal Players, and Trish 
readers will be pleased to hear that the 
conductor of the school is Mr. W. G. Fay, 
who, in the past, has played so prominent 
a part in theatrical matters in Dublin. 

Mr. Fay was born in Dublin 57 years 
ago, the son of Mr. W. P. Fay, and te 
was educated at Belvedere College. His 
first appearance on the stage was at the 
Queen's Theatre, Dublin, when he was 
only nineteen, and he played in ‘‘ Hileen 
Oge.”’ In 1902 he started in Dublin the 
first entirely Irish company to play Irish 
and Gaelic plays, and in the following 
year, with Lady Gregory and W. B. 
Yeats, he founded the Irish National 
Theatre Company, of which he is justly 
proud, 


Alt the ,Abhey Cheatre. 


Soon afterwards Mr. Fay tock up the 
management of the Abbey Theatre at 
Dublin for Miss Horniman, and while 
there he rsragha n many leading parts in 
famous Irish plays. He is an excellent 
coach, and the success of the Birmingham 
venture, which is confidently anticipated, 
will be due in large measure to his great 
theatrical knowledge. 

Since 1917 Mr. Fay has devoted himself 
entirely to production work, but his many 
admirers will remember his great successes 
as a player in such parts as Christopher 
Mahon in “The Playboy of the Western 
World,” Martin Dowd in ‘‘ The Well of 
the Saints,’’ Bartley Fallon in ‘‘ Spread- 
ing the News,” Shaw Grogan in ‘The 
Building Fund,” and Michael Carney in 
“The Jackdaw.” His favourite part was 
Dempsey in “ The Eloquent Dempsey.”’

Mr. Baldwin on Books. 


While opening a library the other day, 
Mr. Baldwin delivered himself of some 
sound common-sense on the subject of 
books. Endowed with a fine taste in 
literature and a faculty of discriminating 
and selective criticism, he poured scorn on 
those who would dictate to the individual 
what he should read. He has no patience 
with the application of the yard stick to 
literature: the compilers of the ‘‘ Hundred 
Best Books,’’ or the countless scribes who 
have made volumes of ‘‘selections’’ from 
prose and poetry. The House of Commons 
Library, he said, is packed with books 
that he would never dream of opening if 
he were marooned with them on a desert 
island. Life, after all, is a much greater 
thing than literature, and this is what 
Mr. Baldwin meant when he remarked 
that ' the book which has influenced me 
most has yet to be written.” It is useful 
occasionally to reflect on how many 
pictures we do not want to see, how much 
of the world’s goods we can do without, 
how many distinguished people might be 
utterly uninteresting to meet, and how 
many books there is really no necessity to 
read. Mr. Baldwin, being a sensible man, 
would agree that there is more mental 
solace to be derived from a country walk 
with a lively and intelligent companion, 
or even, as Hazlitt would prefer it, alone, 
than from all the resources of the 


Bodleian. 
The Night of the “Big Wind.” 


The tidal wave in England, which 
extended from Yarmouth to Worthing, a 
lew days ago, reminds me, writes a corre- 
spondent, that we in this country have 
been free from sudden irruptions of 
Nature for quite a long time, unless, in- 
deed, the human element in ferment can 
be considered, The last notable example 
was the great storm of February, 1903, 
which did an enormous amount of damape. 
Many mutilated trees in the Phenix Park 
and along the canal still show evidence of 
its ravages. But that furious gale, 
according to statements made by old 
people at the time, was merely a gentle 
zephyr compared with the “ Big Wind’’ 
of 1849. In many country farm-houses 
people will still point to the roof which 
was put on after the ‘‘ Big Wind.” When 
the first applications for old age pensions 
were made, this ill wind blew good for a 
great many persons, because the recollec- 
tion and description of its effects was one 
of the tests used by the officers in the 
absence of documentary evidence as to age.

Henry VII.—By .An Irishman. 


The fact that Francis MHackett’s 
biography of Henry VIII. now is avail- 
able in a London edition (published by 
Messrs. Cape is increasing the interest 
of the many people in Ireland who 
are awaiting its publication on this 
side of the Atlantic. Already it has 
had an enormous success in the United 
States, where several editions were sold 
out before the day of publication. No 
book, other than a sensational novel, has 
had anything approaching the success 
that has attended this piquant biography. 

In England the book is likely to be an 
immense success because of the frank and 
detached way in which the “bluff King 
Hal” is studied by his new biographer. 
But it is likely also to be acclaimed as a 
good piece of literature because of the 
excellent style in which it is written. In 
Ireland it may cause some controversy, 
because Henry VIII. cannot be treated 
without reference to the religious affairs 
which varied his regal life. 

Francis Hackett is already well known 
here for his excellent book of Irish 
history which waz first published in New 
York under the simple title ‘‘ Ireland,”’ 
in 1918; and for the collection of critical 
essays from the ' New Republic’’ which 
he issued in 1919 under the title of 
‘“Horizons.”” His reputation in the 
United States is very high, but since he 
has returned to live in Ireland his connec- 
tion with the ‘‘ New Republic ” is not so 
intimate.

William Smith O’Brien. 


William Smith O’Brien is back on his 
pedestal.

He had been 
removed from the south side of O’Connell 
Bridge, because he was rather in the 
way of traffic there, and now stood 
awaiting re-erection close to the statue 
of Sir John Gray. 

Smith O’Brien was a man who took a 
profound interest in the destiny of his 
fellow-countrymen, Indeed, as the inscrip- 
tion on his statue tells, he was sentenced 
to death in 1848 for high treason. That 
sentence was commuted to transportation 
for life; but, on the condition that he did 
not return to Treland, Smith O’Brien 
was released six years later, and after- 
wards received a free pardon. In 1864 
he died in Bangor, Nort... Wales. 

So it came about in the year 1929 that 
Smith O’Byien, the exile, stood once 
again on the cobbles in Sackville street, 
with gaze turned towards the rebuilt Post 
Office. On the day of the historic 
re-opening Smith O’Brien. struck me as 
one of the most interested spectators of 
the ceremony. Now, as I said, he is back 
on his pedestal. Hé has averted his gaze, 
and now looks more in the direction o the.

| Sir,—Canon Thompson, in his recent letter, 
adopts a rather ie attitude—perhaps, 
more through tradition and habit than 
through actual consciousness of the fact, 
Judging by his words, one would be led to 
pi that Catholics in general were very 
ignorant of history, and especially of that of 
the Early Irish Church. It is certainly all to 
the good. that a Catholic preacher advises his 
congregation to acquaint themselves with the 
facts of Irish ecclesiastical history, but in 
any addresses of Protestant preachers which 
have appeared in the Press I have not come 
across a similar counsel. I refuse to believe 
that they are so learned that they need no 
such advice, especially when I read in the 
Press such displays of ignorance of the 
elementary facts of Irish Church history on 
the part of Protestant pastors themselves. 
Let me say here that Catholic historians and 
controversialists are ever so much better 
acquainted with their opponents’ points of 
view than Protestants are with Catholic doc- 
trine and history. I should say that half 
the time spent by a Catholic écelesiastic in 
the schools of history, philosophy and dogma 
is devoted to the consideration of his 
opponents’ views, 

As to the continuity question, Canon Thomp- 
son says that it is not what he or Father Gan- 
non or anyone else says about it that settles 
the question, but what St. Patrick said in his 
genuine writings. He then calls attention to 
a book by a Protestant that contains the 
translations. One would imagine from this 
that no Catholic has ever written on the 
subject. I have half-a-dozen books of the 
kind before me at the present moment. But 
surely, if one wishes to know what St. 
Patrick said and thought, one must read 
those writings, and interpret them (provided 
one is competent to do so). That is only 
in keeping with the Protestant doctrine of 
private judgment; and surely the good Canon 
must allow. that Father Gannon has read 
them and is as competent to interpret them 
as he himself. Perhaps, he would admit a 
teaching authority on the subject of St. 
Patrick s writings. 

If the Canon wishes to get away from 
“-pulpit eloguence ” he will find plenty of 
material, on the subjects he writes about, in 
the Emancipation addresses, and, if he wishes 
to get. down to plain facts, let him take up 
any of the points raised there. I may say 
in passing that, if he takes up Father 
Gogarty’s reply to Dr. Lawlor’s pamphlet 
on the question, “Are Our Bishops In- 
truders’?’’ (to Father Gogarty no reply has 
yet been made), he will find plenty of occu- 
pation for his spare moments. As to the 
question of infallibility, he might with profit 
read the articles in the Trish Ecclesiastical 
Record of 1872 and 1901 in reply to Dollinger 
and Salmon. As to the “ countless numbers 

in Ireland ” who ceased ‘‘ to hold 
communion with the Church of Rome,” one 
may legitimately ask where they are to-day 
after all the centuries of persecution of Catho- 
lics for the purpose of making them good 
Protestants. Besides, the statement is hope- 
lessly inaccurate. Judging by present-day 
Protestant administration of parishes, one is 
not unfair in stating that the Protestant 
Church in Ireland has receded to the position 
it held in the days of the Regal Visitation 
(1615) and Archbishop Bulkeley’s visitation 
(1630) of parishes, when, in many cases, four 
or five of these were held by a single parson 
because of the lack of sufficient congrega- 
tions. —Yours, etc.,

PERIL OF THE ROADS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—Your articles on the trattic provlem 
have aroused great public interest, and, 
therefore, perhaps you would be good enough 
to allow me to reply to, and supplement 
some of, Mr. Harriss’s remarks. ‘That the 
tram is comfortable and safe no 
person will deny, and Mr. Harriss is to be 
cougratulated on naving carried some eighty 
eight millions of passengers with such a small 
list of accidents. The tact remains, however,

that the objection other road-users have to 


the tram is that it cannot divert from its 
course in order to accommodate itself to the 
other traffic, or approach the footpath when 
stopping and so release the following traffic 
stream. 

It should be noted that all the world over 
the laying down of new tram-lines has prac 
tically ceased. This cessation of new con 
come about because the 
tram: fails to carry large numbers of 
passengers safely and comfortably, but simply 
because trams are big, awkward vehicles 
to handle in a crowded street, and cause 
the whole stream of traftic to slow up. In 
streets where the traffic intensity is highest, 
sucil as in the more important London streets, 
trams are not permitted at all. Mr. Harriss’s 
chart is interesting, but ingenuous, It shows 
the comparatively small space per passenger 
taken up by the tram, but it does not give 
us the other side of the picture and demon- 
strate the effect of tramcars on the other 
vehicles. 

Mr. Harriss’s deduction as to the accidents 
caused by ‘buses and by trams respectively is 
directly, but I hope not deliberately, mis- 
leading. He says that the trams had fifty-five 
accidents, of which four were fatal, in 
carrying eighty-eight million passengers; that 
the ‘buses carried thirty-seven million 
passengers and were involved in 333 accidents, 
of which 17 were fatal. He deduces from 
these iigures that the ‘immunity’ trom 
accidents is 15-1 in favour of the tram. . .' 
I do not dispute the data. Mr. Harriss 
controls by far the biggest fleet of ‘buses 
operating in Dublin, and, therefore, presum- 
ably knows his facts. The deduction, how- 
ever, is misleading, because the 37 million 
‘bus passengers travel comparatively long 
journeys—up to 200 miles some of them. The 
88 million tram passengers travel compara 
tively short journeys—possibly not much over 
one mile on an average. If the passenger- 
miles totalled by each system were available, 
a fair comparison might be made; but enough 
has been said to show the fallacy underlying 
Mr. Harriss’s arguments. 

To be oceupied in desultory, long-distance 
sniping is no satisfaction to me, and I feel 
certain the same applies to Mr. Harriss. 
What is wanted is serious round-table con- 
ference, patient consideration and just treat- 
ment of this serious problem. To attain, this 
there must be an avenue of approach ahd a 
common meeting place, where the problem 
can be fairly and squarely examined. All of 
this boils down to the solution which has 
been advogated repeatedly by myself and 
others—the arpointment of a board of control 
or an active commission, with real live 
powers, or, if you will, a Ministry of Trans- 
pert, which can deal deliberately with our 
trafiic problem and from confusion and 
squabbles give us ordered progress. It is 
clarification, not mystification, that we 
require.—Yours, etc.,

Sin,—After a protracted tour of South Irish 

seaside resorts, I must say that I am quite 
pleased with the general beauty and charm 
visible wherever | went. IL must, however, 
state that I think there is great need for 
improvement in the way of amusement 
facilities and outdoor comfort in most of 
them before they can hope to rival and com- 
pete with the resorts | saw in England. 
Nearly all of them lack that spirit of progress 
and public interest so evident abroad, and 
so necessary in atiracting visitors with a 
loose bank-roll. The only exception is 
Tramore, Waterford Countv, where a 
genuine effort appears to be made to en- 
courage the tourist. 

This little place possesses, in addition to 
ample and varied amusement facilities, two 
features which surprised me pleasantly--the 
provision of steamer chairs on the beach, at 
a small sessional rental, and the wise pro- 
vision of a beach patrolman for the protection 
of bathers. These are features highly com- 
mendable, and similar to those extant’ at 
every meas pleasure beach in the United 
States, cannot understand why the cor- 
rprgpa public bodies or development 

ards of other towns do not emulate the 
Tramore body, to whom I take my hat off 
for their enterprise in supplying these simple, 
but necessary, facilities. 

Another item is the good hotels and 
restaurants and their resource in catering 
for such-large crowds as L witnessed last 
Sanday in Tramore. It is obvious that these 
crowds of day trippers are attracted by the 
efficiency and moderate charges of the cater- 
ing trade, who. endeavour to give satisfaction 
at a reasonable cost. When will other towns 
do likewise, and, incidentally, advertise their 
attractions? Only a few days ago I noticed 
in your columns considerable space devoted 
to advertising the Isle of Man and other 
British resorts, Surely it requires no great 
sum of money to make Irish resorts attrac- 
tive and tell the world about them through

HE rejoicings over the settlement of | 


the education controversy between 
the Churches, the Grand Orange Lodge 
and the Government, appear to have been 
premature. It will be recalled that, before 
the recent elections, promises and pledges 
were given that an amending Act would 
be placed before Parliament which would 
be satisfactory to the ‘‘religious and 
educational interests’’ involved; but, 
while the proposed alterations have pleased 
one section of the community, they have 
deeply offended another, apart altogether 
from the views of the Roman Catholics, 
who will have nothing whatever to do with 
the Londonderry Act. That there are 
acute differences of opinion on the sug- 
gested amendments is shown by a state- 
ment made this week by the Rev. William 
Corkey, Convener of the General 
Assembly’s Committee on Elementary 
Education. At a meeting of the Board 
of Education he said that he regretted to 
observe a tendency in certain quarters 
calculated to make it difficult for Lord 
Craigavon and the Government to carry 
out the assurances given to the Protestant 
Churches and the Loyal Orange Order for 
the amendment of the Education Act, but 
he had every confidence that the Prime 
Minister and his colleagues would carry 
out in the spirit and in the Jetéer the 
promises of amendment made both 
privately and in public on the eve of the 
general election. 

These promises were obtained under 
pressure, but other interests and policies 
are now being pressed forward for con- 
sideration, and the Government will find 
it difficult to reconcile widely divergent 
views on this important question. 


LIFTING THE VEIL. 


Various education 
opposed to the suggestion that “ religious 
and educational interests ” should virtu- 
ally dominate the borough and regional 
committees through compulsory nomina- 
tion to these bodies, fearing a return iv 
the old system of clerical control. Every- 
one, however, seems to be in favour of 
Bible instruction in the schools, and the 
teachers themselves have always been will- 
ing and ready to give such teaching, and 
it may be that in a spirit of compromise 
the other differences, which largely deal 
with administration, will be amicably 
composed. Mr. Cork criticised the 
Armagh County Council for its opposition 
to the amendment of the Education Act 
along the lines of the agreed settlement, 
but dissatisfaction with some of the pro- 
posals is by no means confined to that 
body. = 

The references of Mr. Corkey lift the 
vell a little, and reveal a certain anxiety 
as to the position of affairs. He refuses, 
he says, to believe that any considerable 
section of the community in Belfast or 
elsewhere is prepared to go out in.opposi- 
tion to the united Protestant 
the Orange Institution and the Northern 
Government in their settlement of the 
education difficulty. It is probable, how- 
ever, that these demands will be modified 
hefore they are embodied in an Act of 
Parliament. People were prepared at the 
recent elections to oppose the candidates 
put forward Ly a Church organisation, 
and the result has passed into history. 
Democracy in these days is beginning to 
think for itself, but one would hope, in 
the interests of the province, that some 
solution of the education problem will be 
found: satisfactory to all concerned. In 
finding that solution, Lord Craigavon may 
be relied on to do his best. : 


A GILBERTIAN SITUATION. 


The Donaghadee Urban Council is once 
more in the limelight, and its conflict 
with the Ministry of Home Affairs is 
being watched with interest. Troubles 
seem to crop up like mushrooms with this 
board, and sometimes the discussions are 
not in accordance with dignified pro- 
cedure, but still it manages to get alone 
The difficulty this time is in connection 
with one of the officials, whose salary it 
is proposed to reduce, but the Home 
Office has intervened, and for some weeks 
past there has been defiance on the one 
side and threats of what may happen to 
the members on the other, in the pure 
Gilbertian style, as the position remains 
unchanged. In its latest letter. the 
Ministry has pointed out that, if the 
Council persists in its “ irregular action,” 
its members may find themselves indivi- 
dually made responsible for the conse 
quences. This was described by one of 
the councillors as merely ‘‘ beating about 
the bush,” and the members generally 
appear to be of opinion that they are 
being badly treated by the Ministry. 

Little problems of administration are 
continually arising in the Council, and, 
perhaps, it would lead to more harmonious 
working if the board recognised that the 
Home Office has only the welfare of the 
district in view and secks the best 
methods of promoting it. There must be 
some over-ruling authority, or chaos 
would result. After discussing the matter 
at its last meeting, the board, by a 
majority, decided that a public meeting 
should be called and a plebiscite taken as 
to whether there should be an inquiry by 
the Ministry into the whole question. 
Donaghadee is a delightful seaside resort. 
and the Council should concentrate on 
making it attractive for visitors instead 
of foolishly tilting at the Home Office.

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AMERICA’S-VIEW-OF 
IRISH HOTELS. 


PRAISE FOR SCENERY 
AND PEOPLE. 


“The reasoa why Ireland is ignored in 
the itineraries of the big tourist agencies in 
America is that its hotel accommodation is so 
poor and inadequate,” was the candid state- 
ment made to an Jrish 7'smes representative, 
yesterday, by Mr. J. J. Laughlin, the 
manager of Capital Tours, of Washington, 
who has just completed a tour of Ireland with 
a party of 130 visitors. 

Mr. Laughlin was interviewed at the Royal 
Hibernian Hotel, where he is staying with his 
party. He had many good things to say 
about this country and a few criticisms to 
make. 

“Ireland: has not been sufficiently put 
before the people of America,” he said. 
“The French, Italian, German and Swiss 
Countries see that the whole of the United 


States is flooded with literature setting out 


the attractions of their respective countries. 
Ireland, on the other hand, is unknown 
except to her own people in the States and 
the tourist agencies, from whose officials, of 
course, we receive literature. . 
INADEQUATE HOTEL ACCOMMODATION 
“I am referring in this particular instance 
to the advertising of Ireland for the attrac- 
tion of the individual tourists. The country 
and all its aspects that are interesting from 
the tourist point of view are well known to 
the agencies, but what is the use of it all 
when these agencies are also aware of the 
fact that there is insufficient hotel accom- 
modation in any part of this country, out- 


" side Dublin, to cater for large parties? They 


will not touch Ireland because of that. The 
Trish Tourist Association is doing magnificent 
work in many respects, but it should turn its 
attention to the provision of adequate hotel 
accommodation. It is most necessary to the 
development of this country as a tourist 
centre. 

““In one or two other matters,” continued 
Mr. Laughlin, “I will criticise. While in 
Killarney we found that we could not com- 
municate by telephone with other sections of 
our party which were scattered throughout 
four. or five hotels in the town. It happened 
to be a Sunday, and we were told that the 
local telephone exchange was shut down. In 
another place we came across a hotel which 


‘would not answer the telephone after eight 


o’clock at right. It is little things like this 
that leave the bad impression.” 
PLEASANT IMPRESSIONS. 
“But I cannot say too much about your 
people or country, and I am only voicing 
the feelings of every member of this party 


when I say that the scenery of Ireland is 


the most beautiful in the world. We cer- 
tainly have nothing like it in America, and 
1 can tell you that we have some fine bits 
of scenery there, too. 

“The people are the nicest, kindest and 
friendliest, as well as the most hospitable, 
that it is possible to meet. It is difficult 
to express one’s feelings in this regard.”’ 

Mr. Laughlin said that he wondered what 
was going to happen when the hundreds of 
thousands of people would come to Dublin 
for the Eucharistic Congress in 1932. There 
was not, so far as he could see, any accom- 
modation for them. He himself was ar- 
ranging to bring a party of 500 over for it. 
He was much pleased with the hotels of 
Dublin, and he could not say too much in 
appreciation of the efforts of Mr. Besson, 
the manager of the Royal Hibernian Hotel, 
who had helped and facilitated them in 
every manner possible. 

Mr. Laughlin’s party arrived at Galway 
last Saturday, and from there they toured 
the South-West and South coast of Ireland 
by motor coach. They had visited Kil- 
larney, Limerick, Glengariff and Cork, and 
motored from Cork to Dublin on Wednesday. 
It so happened that they arrived in Limerick 
on the day when President Cosgrave opened the 


. Shannon scheme, and so they all took the 


opportunity of being present at the cas É 
he party consisted of 106 women and 
men, the majority of whom are of Irish 
descent, and who are visiting this country 
for the first time. The Rev. Francis J.

SUSPENDED SENTENCE OF 
IMPRISONMENT. 


THE QUESTION OF AN 
APPEAL. 


—— - &—— 


In the Dublin Circuit Criminal Court, yes- 
terday, before Judge Gleeson and a jury, the 
trial was concluded of the case in which 
James V. Lawless, formerly Secretary of the 
Dublin County Council, was indicted for the 
alleged embezzlement of £1,552, stated to 
have been received by him on behalf of the 
Councii between the years 1923 and 1929, 
the moneys being in respect of registration 
expenses and the preparation of the electoral 
lists. There was also a count alleging frandu- 
lent conversion of the money. 

Mr. T. A. Finlay (instructed by the State 
Solicitor) prosecuted. Mr. Dickie, K.C., and 
Mr. Gavan Duffy, K.C. (instructed by 
Messrs. James O’Connor and Co.) defended. 

Mr. Murphy, the Secretary of the Council, 
who had given evidence the previous day, 
was recalled and his cross-examination con- 
cluded by Mr. Dickie, K.C. He said that, 
on the 28th March, 1929, there was a minute 
of the Council that the resignation of Mr. 
Lawless be accepted, and there was a letter 
from the Department of Local Government 
regarding the institution of proceedings. He 
produced the minute books. 

Denis Kelly, of the Registry Department 
of the Local Government, gave evidence as 
to the appointment of the County Secretary, 
the fixing of the salary at £1,100, and the 
annual increment £50, instead uí the figures 
previously named. 

This closed the case for the prosecution. 

THE OWNERS OF THE MONEY. 

Mr. Dickie, K.C., applied for a direction. 
Lhere had been no claim by those who owned 
the money that there was fraudulent conver- 
sion. 

Judge Gleeson said that the money was 
the money of the public, and the Council 
were the trustees of the ratepayers. Were 
the Council to shut their eyes to what they 
believed to be an offence? 

Mr. Dickie said that there could be a sur- 
charge in the first place. 

Judge Gleeson asked could it be said that 
a wrongdoer should not be prosecuted. 

Mr. Dickie said there was no right in 
the Minister to order a prosecution. The 
only person to order a prosecution was the 
person said to be defrauded. The only per- 
son who could say a thing was stolen was 
the person who owned the property. The 
position of the defendant was not that of 
“clerk or servant”? within the meaning of 
the Act. Another point was that the money 
in question was really the money of the 
defendant, and not that of the Council 
despite any suggested agreement. 

Counsel quoted the leading case of Michael 
Angelo Hayes, City Marshal of Dublin, in 
support of his contention that the Registrar 
was entitled io retain the fees which became 
attached to his office. Except by Statute 
such fees could not be paid over to a depart- 
ment, Corporation or Council, and it would 
be opposed to public policy if it were other- 
wise As to the alleged conversion, it was 
clear that such conversion could not apply 
to one’s own money. There was a time 
when you could not convert your wife’s pro- 
perty—it was not so now. 

Judge Gleeson—It would be unsafe to try. 
(Laughter. ) 

Mr. Dickie said that there was no doubt 
that the money belonged to this man, and 
therefore the prosecution for conversion 
could not legally apply. The money could 
not be recoverable, and whether there was a 
right to say that the defendant got too high 
a salary was another matter; but, if he got 
more salary than he ought with the two 
sources, then he would be prepared to pay 
back out of superannuation. The question 
of embezzlement could not possibly apply, 
and, under all the circumstances, he asked 
for a direction. 

Mr. Finlay replied that the Court should 
have regard to the Criminal Justice Adminis- 
tration Act, and bear in mind that the 
defendant was appointed at a certain figure, 
a condition being that he paid over certain 
fees. The defendant was under the super- 
vision of a Council who represented the rate- 
payers, whose interests they were bound to 
protect. There never had been an assertion 
of right by the defendant until he was caught 
out. The moment Mr. Lawless received these 
fees it was his bounden duty to render them 
up to the persons who had appointed him. 
The Minister responsible in his. department 
for the public policy of the country laid down 
a certain condition relative to the appoint- 
ment, and if that condition were not ful- 
filled it would be impossible to carry on 
public business, 

“PUBLIC POLICY.” 

Mr. Gavan Duffy, K.C., supplemented the 
argument of Mr. Dickie, and contended that 
to support a prosecution for embezzlement 
the money must be the property of a master 
having control of that servant. It was quite 
unlike the case of prosecuting a ratepayer on 
his bond. There was no authority by statute 
or otherwise to entitle the department to 
take these fees. Was it to be said that a 
gentleman who was for the time being Minis- 
ter or his deputy could be the arbiter of what 
was or was not “public policy’’? It was 
for the Court to decide this question. 

Judge Gleeson said that in the case of 
Hayes, City Marshal, relied on, the Local 
Government Board had no control over the 
office. 

Mr, Gavan Duffy said that there ought to 
be a civil remedy, but there could not be 
any question whatever of a fraudulent con- 
version. The outstanding question was one 
of public policy. Here the fees were paid to 
a gentleman in connection with the prepara- 
tion of voters’ lists. Surely that was a ques- 
tion of public policy, and it was surely 
undesirable that the members of a Council 
should have any interest in the money paid 
in reference to such a proceeding as jurors’ 
or other lists. There was really no case for 
the jury to consider, and it was eminently 
desirable that it should be so. 

Judge Gleeson said that he would allow 
the case to go to the jury. He was satisfied 
that the contract in this case was in the 
public interest, and for the benefit of the 
ratepayers, for whom the Council were the 
trustees, 

“TIT will not withdraw the case from the 
jury on any of the grounds submitted to 
me,” said the judge. “ The only ground 
upon which I shall make any observation 
is the ground submitted—that of contract. 
entered into by the counsel for the accused 
—viz., that the contract was against public 
policy, having regard to the authorities sub 
mitted to me. Neither of the authorities 
quoted—the City Marshal case or the other— 
occurs to me to be on the point at all, parti- 
cularly having regard to the controlling and 
supervising power of the Local Government 
Department being the proper Department of 
State to control the acts of the County 
Council in these matters. For those reasons 
I am Satisfied that this contract was 
not one contrary to public policy, but was 
clearly one entirely in the public interest and 
for the benefit of the ratepayers, for whom 
the County Council are trustees. The case 
will proceed.”

WAGES QUESTIONS AND 
UNEMPLOYMENT.

Among the resolutions to be considered by 
the annual Congress of the Irish Labour 
Party and Trades Union Congress, which 
opens in Limerick on July 31, is one, sub- 
mitted by the Post Office Workers’ Union, 
which instructs the National Executive to 
set up a sub-committee “to consider and 
report on the desirability of separating the 
industrial and political sides of the Labour 
movement into two independent and auto- 
nomous bodies, with some suitable machinery 
for joint consultation between each.” 

A resolution from the Railway Clerks’ 
Association asks Congress to ms soir “the 
action of certain of the Irish railway com- 
panies, in notifying their withdrawal from 
the machinery of negotiation mutually agreed 
upon in the interests of industrial peace, as 
indefensible, and an indication of their inten- 
tion of trying to accomplish by force that 
which they have been unable to justify 
before an impartial tribunal.’ 

The Irish Women Workers’ Union forwards 
the following resolution: ‘‘ Recognising that 
new methods in industry and the simplifica- 
tion of mechanical processes make it more 
and more possible to exploit the cheap labour 
of women workers, and that in consequence 
of this tendency the standard wage for all 
workers is debased, and unemployment 
amongst men increased, this Congress urges 
all trade umions open to women members to 
co-operate in a determined effort to raise 
the wage standard-of women workers to the 
same level as that of the men.”

MINISTER’S WARNING ABOUT 
ELECTRIC WIRES. 


One of the shortest sittings in the history 
of the Senate took place yesterday, when 
within the space of four minutes the Pier 
and Harbour Provisional Order Confirmation 
Bill was passed through all its stages. 

Mr. McGILLIGAN, the Minister for 
Industry and Commerce, said that he wished 
to issue a warning to the public in view of 
the electrification of the transmission lines 
known as Loop 1. These lines embraced the 
following places :—Ardnacrusha-Tipperary, 
Clonmel-Waterford-Dungarvan, Yougha! Cork. 
Mallow, Killarney-Tralee, Listowel-Ardna- 
crusha. Interference with the lines in those 
areas would mean almost certain death. 

The Senate then adjourned sine die, having 
sat for exactly eight minutes.

to authorise a prosecution when there was 
absolutely no vestige of authority or power 
to lay any indictment with regard to this 
form of accusation for taking money not the 
property of that Department. There had 
been advice given to this body by eminent 
counsel that a prosecution did not lie, yet 
that was ignored. There was no authority 
for the assumption that this money belonged 
to the County Council, and all the authori- 
ties were against that. 

It was established that those moneys came 
to the defendant, who was the only perso 
who could give a receipt for them—and that 
was his money. Could a man be indicted 
for embezzling his own money? Obviously 
not, and the County Council never carried 
out their bargain with this gentleman, whose 
duties were enlarged, whose fees came to 
him in pursuance of his enlarged respons:- 
bility, and whose fees in respect of that 
were obviously his, there being absolutely 
nd statutory or other agreement implied +r 
expressed to the contrary. The civil courts 
were open to have the question decided as to 
the rights of the parties. : 

The jury were asked to decide one of the 
most important questions, and if the jury 
were not satisfied that this money was the 
property of the County Council, they could 
not.find a verdict against Mr. Lawless. Yet 
a man was brought up and indicted under a 
condition of affairs that in no aspect of the 
case brought it within the ambit of the 
criminal law. If this was for the protection 
of the ratepayers, why did not the Depart- 
ment come down with their watchdogs and 
ect in 1924: but, no, thev waited, and, after 
threats, entered on a prosecution against an 
honourable gentleman after thirty years’ 
honourable service, and he called on the jury, 
without leaving the box, to find a verdict of 
acquittal. 

Mr. Finlay said that a criminal offence was 
a thing that hurt and injured the public as 
a whole, and it was the duty of the Attorney- 
(jseneral to take action, and that was what 
happened in this case. It was surely no 
less important if the persons defrauded 
happened to be the County Council of Dublin, 
who represented the ratepayers. The simple 
fact remained that, receiving £2,572 in con- 
nection with registration, he handed back 
£1,020, leaving unpaid and wrongfully 
retained £1,552—under what was described by 
Mr. Dickie as a “claim of right.” 

A SIMPLE QUESTION. 

Judge Gleeson said that the important 
question was, after all, a simple one—whether 
or not the accused was acting fraudulently 
or with a bona fide belief that he was entitled 
to hold the money involved in the charge. 
The onus certainly lay on the prosecution of 
proving and sustaining the charge. The 
Attorney-General represented the public, and 
it lay with him to decide whether or not a 
prosecution should be undertaken. Here the 
County Council were the trustees for the rate- 
payers, and to suggest that it was a case that 
should not be brought into the public light 
for investigation was absurd. The defendant 
was put into the dock on the charge of 
fraudulently converting or embezzling this 
money, and that was the issue to be decided. 

His Lordship reviewed the evidence, and 
said that the accused man was entitled to the 
benefit of any reasonable doubt that they 
might have in the circumstances 


THE JURY’S FINDING. 


The jury, after a brief absence, found a 
verdict of guilty of fraudulent conversion and 
not guilty of embezzlement, with a recom- 
mendation to mercy, because they considered 
the general supervision of the office was at 
fault. 

Mr. Dickie applied for a certificate for 
leave to appeal on the ground that the money 
was not the money of the Council. 

Judge Gleeson—I refuse the application, 
but that does not prevent your appealing 
against my decision. I will pass sentence of 
eighteen months in the second division, and 
that sentence will be suspended provided that 
notice of application for leave to appeal is 
lodged on or before the 30th July. In the 
event of notice being lodged, the sentence 
will be further stayed until the appeal is 
determined.

GALWAY ACTION SETTLED. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 
The hearing of the action brought by Mrs. 
Mary Gibbons, of Kilbey, Clonbur, County 
Galway, against Mr. Patrick Kyne, of Clon- 

bur, was resumed. 

The plaintiff claimed as personal represen- 
tative of her deceased husband to tecover 
from the defendant £570, money alleged to 
have been received by him for her use and 
wrongfully taken possession of by him; and 
an account of assets of her husband coming 
into the hand of the defendant. 

The defendant denied that he took the 
mouey, as alleged by the plaintiff. 

It was stated during the opening of the 
case that the plaintiff’s husband, Mr. Thomas 
Gibbons, had concealed in a receptacle under 
the floor of a bedroom at the top of the 
stairs of his house a box containing £300 in 
notes and a jam jar in which were sovereigns 
and half-sovereigns, amounting in all to a 
sum of £220, He had also, it was stated, 
£200 in a chest on the landing. ‘The defend- 
ant was alleged to have taken this money, 
and given £110 in notes and £42 in gold to 
Mrs. Gibbons, the plaintiff. The delendans 
said that he took only what was necessary 
to pay the funeral expenses of the deceased 
man,

Gerald Maguire) appeared for the plaintiff ;

THE DEFENDANT'S EVIDENCE. 

Mr. Patrick Kyne, the defendant, was 
examined, and said that on the day on which 
) Thomas Gibbons, the plaintiff’s husband, died 
j he got a message to go to his house. Thomas 
| Gibbons died in about half an hour after he 
came. ‘he plaintiff, about a quarter of an 
hour later, said that there should be money 
in the bed, as her fortune had not been sent 
to the bank. There was no money in the 
bed, and plaintiff then said that there was 
money in the rafters at the top of the 
stairs. She brought him to the place 
and told him that her fortune was 
behind the boards there, and asked him to 
get it for her. He did not*know about the 
hiding place until then, and did not look 
for the money until the plaintiff told him to 
do so. The plaintiff and her sister and he 
went to the hiding place. He pulled out two 
nails from a board, on her instructions, 
pulled out the board, put in his hand and 
found a roll of papers tied with a string. 
There was no wooden box in the hiding 
place, so far as he knew, and no jam jar 
with gold in it. He found nothing in the 
hiding place except the roll of papers, which 
contained notes and receipts. He counted 
the notes in the presence of the plaintiff. 
They amounted roughly to a sum of £100, 
made up of £5 and £10 notes. 

In the room where the dead man lay, said 
the defendant, there were two 10s. notes on 
the table when he went in. A woman who 
was there put her hand behind a picture at 
the head of the bed and took out a little tin 
box, which she brought to the plaintiff. The 
plaintiff asked him to count the money in the 
-box, and he did so. It amounted to £19 
7s. 6d., including the two 10s. notes. The 
plaintiff told him to tse that money in con- 
nection with the funeral, as she had no one, 
she said, to do anything for her but himself. 
He produced receipts, and gave an account 
of how that money was used. in connection 
with the funeral. He told her to put the 
£100 in a safe place, and she said: ‘‘ For 
God’s sake, keep it and mind it for me, and 
when all is over you can give it back to me.”’ 
He saidg that he would have nothing to do 
with it, and she kept it. She asked him to 
take charge of the receipts for her, and he 
said that he would do that, as they were 
no good to anybody at present. He gave 
these documents back when asked to do so 
by the plaintiff’s solicitor. The plaintiff told 
him that there should be £200 more in the 
house, but he never saw it, and never got 
any money except £19 7s. 6d., which he 
spent on the funeral, at her own request. , 

Defendant was also examined regarding a 
farm in which the plaintiff said her husband 
had an equal share with him. 

After the luncheon interval, 

THE SETTLEMENT. 

Mr. Wood said that his lordship would not 
be troubled any further with the case. Realis- 
ing that this was a family matter and a 
family dispute, the defendant consented, in 
order to put an énd to all claims, to pay the 
plaintiff, as administratrix of Thomas Gib- 
bons, £300 and costs in satisfaction of all 
claims in her statement of claim, without 
admitting his liability. 

Mr. Price said that it was very proper 
that the case should be settled, having re-

á Mr. Justice Johnston said that the settle- 
ment reflected great credit on both parties.

INCOME TAX APPEAL. 


(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FITZGIBBON AND MR. JUSTICE 
MURNAGHAN.) 

The hearing was resumed of the appeal of 
the Revenue Commissioners from the judg- 
ment of Mr. Justice Sullivan, Mr. Justice 
Hanna and Mr. Justice O’Byrne, allowing 
the appeal of the executors of the late Earl 
of Iveagh, brought by way of “case stated ”’ 
by the Special Commissioners of Revenue, 
against assessments in respect of income tax 
and super-tax for certain specified years, the 
only question in issue being what was the 
domicile of the deceased Earl during those 

particular years. 

Mr. McCann, K.C., Mr. Overend, KC., 
and Mr. Kelly (instructed by Mr. B. G. 


Collins, Revenue solicitor) appeared for tie 


appellants; and Mr. Jellett, K.C., Mr. 
F. FitzGibbon, K.C., and Mr. Newett (in- 
structed by Messrs. Sutton and Co.) for the 
deceased Earl’s executors. 

Mr. Jellett, K.C., continuing his argument, 
stated that he had been dealing so far with 
this case entirely independent of the “ deed 
poll,’’ and his submission was that there was 
only one possible inference to be drawn from 
the facts it contained, quite apart from the 
declaration made in it. The only criticism 
that he had heard of the ‘‘ deed poll” was 
that the Earl of Iveagh was not an expert 
of law, which he admittedly was not; but 
counsel could not understand what that had 
to say to the matter. Surely a man could 
declare his intention of doing a certain thing 
whether he knew the law about it or not. 
They were dealing here with -facts and 
declarations, and the question was: were the 
statements in that ‘deed poll ” true or not? 
In answering that question, they had to con- 
sider had Lord Iveagh any interest whatever 
which would induce him to make statements 
under his hand and seal in the “ deed poll '' 
which were contrary to fact. 

So far as he knew, Lord Iveagh had no 
interest in telling anything in that deed but 
what was true. And what did he do in the 
deed? He put on record two classes of 
things—one was intention and the other was 
fact. The intention was to be inferred from 
the facts; and he was not aware of any case 
where a declared intention had been 
disregarded unless it was contradicted 
by the facts. Domicile was an 
inference of law on certain facts. 
They could not ignore this document, unless 
they came to the conclusion that it was con- 
tradicted by the facts. A domicile of origin 
was abandoned by acquiring a domicile of 
choice—indicating intention; and, so long as 
the domicile of choice was in existence, the 
domicile of origin was in abeyance. He was 
not aware of any other way of getting rid 
of a domicile of origin, except by acquiring 
a domicile of choice. In this case, he pointed 
out, the domicile of origin was abandoned 
in 1890, and the other domicile of choice was 
acquired in 1873. 


A QUESTION OF LAW. 

Directing attention to the statements made 
by the Revenue Commissioners declaring that 
this was a case consisting of law and fact 
which could not easily be dissevered, he sub- 
mitted that it was a case involving entirely 
a question of law as to whether Lord Iveagh 
came within a particular construction of 
certain rules of the Income Tax Acts. He 
was aware they had got before them two 
domiciles to consider—a domicile of origin 
and an acquired domicile of choice; and his 
submission was that they had got the facts 
of both before them, as well as the law, and 
that they could only come to the one possible 
conclusion in the case—that, in abandoning 
his domicile of origin and acquiring a 
domicile of choice in England, the late Ear!

The Vatican City. 

Yesterday evening, with all the magni- 
ficencé of Roman pomp, Pope Pius XI. 
left the confines of the Vatican, carried 
the Host in procession around St. Peter's 
Square, and gave benediction to the 
assembled multitude. This ceremony was 
the first public manifestation of the 
restored temporal sovereignty of the Holy 
See. The great Piazza is recognised by 
the Lateran Treaty as territory of the 
independent City, and the 
Pope, for the first time since 1870, was 
cheered by an Italian crowd as he moved 
through his acknowledged kingdom. A 
perplexing chapter in the history of Rome 
has closed. No longer are the subjects of 
the Roman Church throughout the world 
ruled by the “ Prisoner of the Vatican ’ 
no longer is the Italian State vexed by 
their resentment.

For the pacific solution 
of what seemed a problem beyond the 
wit of man an historic conjunction must 
be thanked. Church and State in Italy 
happened to be governed at the 
same moment by men of 
giits. Day by day the. pontificate 
of Pius XI. is marked by such reports as 
that which appeared yesterday of the 
restoration of the Roman hierarchy’ in 
Iceland. Day by day the statesmanship 
of Signor Mussolini is brought before the 
world by news of daring decisions.

The ground for agreement was cleared and 
a rational settlement was made.

In recommending the Lateran 
Treaty for ratification Signor Mussolini 
employed terms that claimed the Roman 
Church as a peculiarly Italian institu- 
tion. Promptly the Pope condemned the 
Italian Dictator’s language as “savouring 
of heresy.’’

heavier-than-air machine, 
still can remember the surprise and 
excitement of that historic day. - Up to 
that point flying had been regarded by 
most people as a highly dangerous fad. 
Many things have happened since 1909, 
and the development of the aeroplane has 
been so rapid that.the general public has 
not yet realised the significance of the 
revolution which has been wrought, When 
the war broke out the Royal Flying 
Corps ‘still was a novelty ; but during the 
struggle the best brains in Europe and 
the United States were concentrated upon 
the perfection of the aeroplane, with the 
result that within the space of four years 
remarkable progress was made. Before 
the war was over flying had become a 
commonplace, and some of the, greatest 
exploits of the Allied and German forces 
took place in the air. Aiter the war the 
possibilities of civil aviation began to be 
recognised throughout the world. The 
late Mr. Hawker, by his gallant attempt 
to fly across the Atlantic, aroused the 
imagination of the man in the street, and 
a few months aiterwards, when two 
British airmen landed in Galway from 
the United States, the dullest realised 
that commercial flying had come to stay. 
Atlantic has been 
flown frequently ; ” flights have 
been made from England to Australia, 
and the air mail to India runs as 
punctually as a P, and O. liner.

Roads and Trees. 


Vandalism against nature seems to be 
peculiar to these islands. Some shocking 
illustrations were cited at Wednesday’s 
meeting, in London, of the Roads 
Beautifying Association. ‘The purpose of 
this movement is to provide that the new 
roads which are multiplying throughout 
England shall be blessed with the colour 
and shade of trees. Mr. Lionel de 
Rothschild, Lord Ullswater and other 
speakers said that, in many cases, the 
building of new roads was regarded as 
an excuse for the destruction of wood- 
lands. The Association is making a brave 
effort to educate public opinion, In 
France, Germany and Switzerland road- 
side trees are absolutely sacred, but they 
enjoy no such protection in England. 
Last winter eighty trees were destroyed 
wantonly on the Kingston By-pass, and of 
six thousand bluebells and daffodils which 
were planted in the same district not a 
single bulb was allowed to flower. A like 
rage for destruction and a like scorn of 
natural beauty exist in Ireland; but, for 
an important reason, England’s prospect 
of reform is more hopeful. There the 
Government and local authorities are 
striving, by example and precept, to

England, Germany, Siam, Iceland, France, 
the Irish Free State, Hong-Kong, East 
"Africa and the rest—here surely: was 4 
juvenile League of Nations that Genéva 
might envy. The occasion. was the 
inaugural Service of the Jamboree, or 
world convention, of Boy Scouts which 
will be held at Birkenhead during the 
first fortnight of August. Sir Robert 
Baden-Powell, who read the Lesson from 
I. Peter—“ Honour all men. Love the 
brotherhood. Fear God. Honour the 
King’’—must have surveyed that youth- 
ful. congregation with a swelling and 
thankful heart. It represented the two 
million members of a movement which, 
since he established it on a small scale 
in England after the South African War, 
has extended its inspiring influence to 
every corner of the globe. The Boy Scout 
movement has no politics and embraces 
all creeds. It is founded on the basic 
principles of citizenship, teaching duty, 
discipline and unselfishness. Its members 
are brought into a contact with nature 
that fosters the healthy instincts of boy- 
hood. “It wages a quiet, but effective, 
battle upon “colour bars,” social 
prejudices and all the other obstacles 
that a sophisticated civilisation has raised 
against the brotherhood of men. Reflec- 
tion upon the meaning, value and pro- 
portions of the Scout movement is a cure 
for international pessimism. The Dean 
of Westminster spoke truly when he said: 
“ You represent. the most persuasive move- 
ment towards world peace that the world 
has ever seen.”

KINGSTOWN’S NEW THEATRE. 


History has been hustled since the late 
Stanley ‘Houghton wrote his play of youth 
in revolt, “The younger generation” of 
which he wrote was largely sacrificed in the 
war, and what remains of it is being mildly 
shocked to-day by a still younger generation. 
So Houghton’s play bears all the marks of 
a generation that was ‘‘the younger ” in 
1910; to-day its squibs are all damp—they 
were pot stored, in the dry places. 

“Think of what girls of 8 do nowadays, 
Grace Kennion says. ‘To which her brother 
Reggie retorts: “ Yes, some of them have 
been in jail!’ That raised a laugh once, 
but in a time when gs of 21 had votes 
it could not raise a faint smile. “ The 
Younger Generation ” is, in fact, no Jonger 
a living play, and whatever merits it may 
have—not many at any time—can only now 
be made ms to an audience by playing it 
frankly as ‘period ” piece. Last night’s 
performance at the Town Hall, Kingstown, 
erred in staging it as * present- day.” 

That, however, was not the only or the 
most, serious defect in the production. It 
was admitted by Mr. Hubert Maguire at 
the fall of the curtain that the performance 
was ‘‘ragged’’—and, indeed, it was. The 
casting was bad; no flat Dublin accent can 
harmonise with the pseudo-Lancastrian of 
the majority of the company. Probably the 
last minute illness of Mr. J. A. Keogh threw 
the whole production out of balance, and 
with his resumption a better erformance 
may be possible. But this is doubtful where 
accents vary so much. 

When the younger generation of the 
Kennions decided to revolt, Arthur got 
drunk, Reggie spent 13s. 2d. on a dinner 
in Liverpool, and Grace had secret meet- 
ings with Clifford Rawson, So little are 
these things reckoned to-day, that one’s only 
speculation was as to the place in Liverpool 
where two liqueurs could be had for one 
shilling at the “present day.” But James 
Kennion had himself once got drunk and 
thrown a policeman through a window—but 
he lied about it when challenged! So all 
comes right in the end. 

‘A dress rehearsal’? was how Mr. Maguire 
described the performance, and in it Miss 
Mab Hickman’s Grace and Mr. Gerard Fay’s 
Reggie were the most conspicuous perfor- 
mances, If granitic sternness be likeable 
at all, Miss Emil Gilbert’s Mrs. Hannah 
Kennion would make it so. 

This venture at the Municipal Theatre, 
Kingstown, is certainly a very welcome de 
parture, and one that deserves all the sup 
port that may be given to it. Some better 
types of plays than those faded memories 
of the Manchester Gaiety will need to be 
staged if support is to be gained and main- 
tained.

THE PAPAL PROGRESS. 


PUBLIC ENTHUSIASM. 


From REUTER's CoRRESPONDENT. 
VATICAN CITY, Thursday. 


Acclaimed by hundreds of thousands of 
people, the Pope this evening issued from 
the Vatican into St. Peter’s square, thus 
putting an end to the tradition that has 
lasted since 1870 that the Pontiffs must 
be prisoners inside their palace. 

Surrounded by his glittering court, and 
carried aloft on a platform, resting on the 
shoulders of twelve crimson-clad at- 
tendants, His Holiness first performed 
the complete circuit of St. Peter’s square, 
under Bernini’s famous colonnade, and 
then descended in front of St. Peter’s 
basilica, where an altar had been erected, 
and imparted the Apostolic Benediction to 
the kneeling multitude. 

The Pope’s appearance caused remark- 
able enthusiasm in one of the biggest 
crowds ever assembled in Rome. He was 
received with round upon round of 
applause, the waving of handJg rchiefs, 
hats and parasols, and cries of” “ Long 
Live the Pope-King,’’ while many fell on 
their knees in an attitude of devotion. 

The cheering lasted throughout the 
progress of the Papal procession round 
St. Peter’s square, and ceased only when 
the Pontiff approached the altar, at the 
entrance to the basilica. A hush then 
fell over the vast piazza and its enor- 
mous assembled throng. All dropped on 
their knees, on the bare hard cobbles, to 
receive the Papal Benediction with the 
utmost humility and piety. 


ILLUMINATIONS. 

It was broad daylight when the pro- 
bession set out at 6 o'clock, but the shades 
of night had fallen by the time the Pope 
imparted the Benediction. A _ spot-light 
had been arranged to illuminate the altar, 
throwing into bold relief the white-clad 
figure of Pope Pius XI. as he raised his 
arms to give the blessing. 

A few minutes later, while the Holy 
Father, with his court, was re~«ntering 
St. Peter’s, the facade «f the Basilica 
was suddenly lit up with a brilliant torch- 
light illumination, such as Romans had 
already twice adm@ed this year. It was 
a scene of surpassing beauty, that evoked 
cries of admiration and awe from the 
crowd. The next moment cheers rang out 
afresh all over the Piazza as a farewell 
to the Pope’s receding figure. 

From as early as noon, under the rays 
of a blazing sun, the people had begun to 
take up vantage points in St. Peter’s 
square. Throughout the sweltering after- 
noon thousands were being added to the 
first intrepid few. 

By the Pope's express wish no ticket 
were issued, access to St. Peter’s square 
being free to all, in order that everyone 
might have a chance to take part in the 
historic ceremony. Only two small en- 
closures were erected—viz., for the Diplo- 
matic Corps and the Roman aristocracy. 

By the time the procession started the 
crowd had overflowed the Piazza, and 
reached as far as the eye could see along 
the two roads leading to the river. Every 
available space was packed tight with 
humanity, the sight being a most imposing 
one. 

All around the colonnade and on the 
facade of St, Peter’s were hung rare and 
splendid tapestries, including those given 
to Pius VII. by the Emperor Napoleon, 
and squares of rich crimson damask 
adorned every window and balcony, filled 
with eager onlookers. Everywhere flags 
were hanging limp in the still} sultry air, 
the yellow of the Papal flag for once pre- 
dominating over the white-red-green of 
Italy. As night fell additional glow and 
colour came from the lamps and torches 
at every window, 

IMPOSING PROCESSION. 
A hush came over the expectant crowd 


as from the darkness of the interior of 
St. Peter's the Master of the Ceremonies 
appeared beneath the gold-fringed crim- 
son canopy which hung in the central 
doorway. He was followed by a company 
of tall Swiss Guards, resplendent in their 
motley yellow and orange uniforms, with 
helmets and cuirasses and the points of 
their halberds glistening in the last rays 
of the dying sun. 

Then came a Jong procession of the five 
thousand seminarists who are gathered 
in Rome from all quarters of the globe 
to celebrate the Pontiff’s “ ecclesiastical 
jubilee. 

The sun had set by the time the Papal 
cross appeared, with seven candles held 
high around it. Behind it came a bril- 
liant splash of colour—the scarlet of the 
cardinals, who heralded the arrival of the 
Pope. 


COMING OF THE POPE. 


Suddenly the stillness was broken by 
the mellow sound of silver bugles, blown 
in the portico of St. Peter's. The ensuing 
silence was shattered by the crowd’s roar 
of welcome as the white-clad figure of the 
Pope appeared. He held the Eucharist 
before him. On his head was a triregnum, 
or triple crown, while an ample cloak of 
white silk, embroidered with gold, fell 
from his shoulders to the ground, hiding 
the chair on which he rested on the men- 
borne platform, and giving the impression 
that he was kneeling. 

With the Pontiff came a seemingly end- 
less retinue with fitting pomp and colour— 
Papal chamberlains, sá ma archbishops, 
patriarchs, Knights of the Cape and the 
Sword in black velvet breeches and hose 
and stiff white ruffs, heads of religious 
Orders, dignitaries of the Papal Court 
and Vatican officials, each in a special 
uniform, and each adding a note of colour 
which made the picture almost dazzling 
in its brilliance. 

In front of the Pope was a spear-headed 
cross, and behind hiin were two flabeliz, 
Or semi-circular ostrich feather fans, 
which are seen only on rare ceremonial 
occasions. Having descended the steps 
of St. Peter's, the Papal procession turned 
to the right, under Bernini’s colonnade. 

The light in the piazza did not pene- 
trate under the colonnade, and the slowly 
moving procession, winding through the 
double rows of columns, with only flicker. 
ing tapers to light its way, seemed strange 
and unreal—almost like some shadow of 
Pagan splendour. 

Meanwhile, beneath a canopy in the 
central doorway of St. Peter’s, a magni- 
ficent tapestry, representing the Last 
Supper, had been hung, and before it had 
been placed an altar of gilded bronze, 
inlaid with precious marbles, with lighted 
candles upon it. 


THE BENEDICTION. 


Having completed the circuit of the 
piazza, the Pope descended from the plat- 
form on which he had been borne, and, 
turning towards the kneeling crowds, im- 
parted the Apostolic Benediction. 

Long after the Pope had retired into the 
Vatican again, the cheering continued. 

A moment or two after the blessing, the 
facade of St. Peter’s Basilica suddenly 
burst into a thousand tiny orange flames. 
The illumination lasted till dawn, the last 
light flickering out Jong after the square 
was «deserted, though the crowds had 
hovered in the piazza admiring the 
spectacle until a late hour.

SERIES OF STRONG 
ALLEGATIONS, 


MEMORANDUM TABLED 
IN PARLIAMENT,

MALTA, Thursday. 


Documents relating to the  politico- 
religious dispute between Malta and the 
Vatican were issued by the Government to- 
day. The documents include a memoran- 
dum signed by the Prime Minister and the 
Ministers’ of Education, Treasury, Public 
Health, Public Works, Industry and 
Commerce and Justice with reference to 
the Pastoral letter of the Archbishop of 
Malta and the Bishop of Gozo on relations 
between the Church and State in Malta; 
a resume of an anonymous atde-memoire 
from ‘‘eye-witnesses’’ in Malta deriounc- 
ing Lord Strickland’s. activities in Malta, 
and Cardinal Gasparri’s Note to the 
British Minister at the Vatican on the 
subject of this aide-memoire, 

With regard to the latter document, the 
Ministers’ memorandum declares that the 
grave imputations made in it against 
Ministers, and accepted by Cardinal 
Gasparri as true, reflect equally on the 
King’s representative in Malta and on the 
{mperial Government, as the ultimate 
custodians of law and order. 

The contents of the document itself, the 
memorandum continves, are obviously a 
travesty of the situation in Malta, 
dictated by undiluted political bias and 
transparent personal emnity against Lord 
Strickland himself, and it is greatly 
deplored that the Holy See should have 
been unconsciously misled into lending the 
assistance of its great prestige and power 
to what is nothing less than a conspiracy 
against British rule in Malta. 


THE DOCUMENT. 


The text of the aide-memotre 
follows :— 

‘““From information given to the Holy 
See, and based xi notes taken on the spot, 
it appears that the present situation in 
Malta presents considerable gravity. It 
appears that Lord Strickland, who holds 
his office, not by nomination of the 
Imperial Government, but by mandate 
received from the people, exceeds such a 
mandate in not having any regard for the 
laws, or for the rights and feelings of 
the clergy and of the Catholic population. 

‘Reliable witnesses do not hesitate to 
declare that Malta is at present subjected 
to a régime of terror and despotism, in 
which the Opposition in Parliament is 
disarmed and its Press gagged, the Courts 
threatened, justice suspended, the Consti- 
tution in danger, the country in a ferment, 
the Church and religion openly insulted 
and opposed. 

‘The same witnesses point out that, 
although Lord Strickland claims to be the 
champion of imperial British prestize, in 
reality he is acting in contradiction to 
the best traditions of the Empire, and is 
damaging its real interests. 

“The anti-clerical and _ anti-Maltese 
campaign to which he has set himself 
has already aroused sufficiently serious 
discontent and disorders, which may 
shortly give way to the most dire conse- 
quences. Also, in fomenting class hatred 
in the island, he will end by demoralising 
and exasperating the population, and 
the disrespect he adopts towards the 
ecclesiastical authorities will teach the 
people to disrespect also the civil 
authorities.” 

The Note of Cardina] Gasparri to the 
British Minister at the Vatican, based on 
this aide-memoire, declares that its object 
is publicly to inform the Maltese people 
that Lord Strickland is not persona grata 
to the Holy See, as he pretends to be,

DISARMAMENT. 


Mh. STIMSON DEFINES 
NAVAL PARITY. 


From Revuter’s CoRRESPONDENT. 
WASHINGTON, Thursday. 


Mr. Stimson, the Secretary of State, this 
afternoon gave a definition of the principle of 
naval parity agreed upon by Mr. Ramsay 
Macdonald and Mr. Dawes, the United States 
Ambassador in London. Parity, he said, 
meunt absolute equality of fighting strength 
in the fleets of two nations, applying to all 
categories of ships. 

The pledges of curtailed navy building 
given yesterday by Mr. Ramsay Macdonald 
and President Hoover, on behalf of Great 
Britain and the United States respectively, 
are hailed in Washington to-day as a happy 
indication of approaching agreement upon 
the delicate and dangerous problem of dis- 
armament. Of res significance, perhaps, 
is the new spirit of eordiality and co-opera- 
tion that has entered into the negotiations. 


THE PRESIDENT’S AIMS. 

Persons in close touch with the President 
say that he hopes that one effect of his pro- 
nouncement yesterday will be to put an end 
to Chauvinistic talk both im America and 
Great Britain. This he holds to’ be of para- 
mount psychological importance. 

Above all, President Hoover desires to 
show the world clearly and unmistakably that 
the two leading English-speaking countries 
are working together and are not at cross 
purposes.

THE RESIGNATION 
OF LORD LLOYD. 


GOVERNMENT 
ATTACKED. 


REPORTED NEW PACT

The Government was subjected to a severe 
attack by members of the Opposition 
during a heated debate in the House 
of Lords yesterday on Lord Lioyd’s 
resignation of the post of High Com- 
missioner for Egypt. 


Lord Salisbury declared that it was “a 
provoked resignation,’’ and warned 
the Government that whatever they 
might do in home politics, yet, when 
they were dealing with these delicate 
questions of foreign and imperial con- 
cern, an abrupt change of policy had 
a most sinister effect. 


The Dominions Secretary, Lord Parmoor, 
denied that it was a provoked resigna- 
tion, or that there had heen any 
change in Egyptian policy. Pending 
a fuller statement in the House of 
Commons to-day, he said, his state- 
ment on the subject must be limited. 


Lord Birkenhead declared that he had 
some reason for saying that com- 
munications of a formal character were 
actually taking place between the 
Government and representatives of 
Egypt, without any communication of 
any kind being made to the High 
Commissioner. 


‘If that he true, nothing more scan- 
dalous ever took piace,’’ he deolared. 
“I hope” he added, “ that the 
rumour that has reached me, that the 
document has actually been signed, is 
untrue.’’ 


RESIGNATION 
PROVOKED. 


LORD SALISBURY WARNS 
THE GOVERNMENT, 

In the House of Lords yesterday, in the 
absence of the Lord Chancellor, the Earl 
of Donoughmore, Chairman of Com- 
mittees, took his seat on the Woolsack at 
twelve noon. There was a good attend- 
ance of peers, and the atmosphere of the 
House was electric when the Marquis of 
Salisbury opened the debate on Lord 
Lloyd’s resignation as High Commissioner 
for Egypt. 

Contrary to general anticipations, Lord 
Lloyd did not attend, but during the 
debate Lady Lloyd took a seat in the 
Distinguished Strangers’ Gallery, and 
followed the speeches with obvious in- 
terest. 

Lord Salisbury rose slowly, and in slow, 
deliberate tones moved the following re- 
solution :—‘‘ To call attention to the re- 
signation of Lord Lloyd of the post of 
High Commissioner in Egypt, and to ask 
whether His Majesty’s Government will 
make a statement as to the reasons 
which have governed their action in this 
grave matter.” He spoke of the astonish- 
ment which was felt in the country when 
Lord Lloyd’s resignation was announced 
on Wednesday. 


DANGER OF ABRUPT CHANGE. 

“It was a provoked resignation,’’ 
warmly exclaimed Lord Salisbury, “‘ let 
there be no mistake about that; and I 
wonder whether the Government realise 
that, whatever you may do in home 
politics, yet, when you are dealing with 
these delicate questions of foreign and 
imperial concern, an abrupt change of 
policy has a most sinister effect.’’ 

Why did, he asked, Mr. Henderson 
consider it necessary to send Lord Lloyd 
the telegram of July 3rd? Why did Lord 
Lloyd, as a result of the conversations 
which had taken place between himself 
and Mr. Henderson, come to the con- 
clusion that he could no longer work in 
harmony with the new Government ? 

“There must be some _  change,’’ 
exclaimed Lord Salisbury, “ and we want 
to know what it is.” He stressed the 
difficulties which had confronted Lord 
Lloyd in his office as High Commissioner, 
and pointed out that at the time of the 
granting of independence to Egypt four 
reservations were made. These, which 
were conditions essential to the granting 
of independence to Egypt, were the pro- 
tection of minorities, the safeguarding of 
foreign interests, all the questidns of the 
Sudan and the security of the communi- 
cations of the British Empire. 


THE GOVERNMENT'S MOTIVES. 

Lord Salisbury reminded the House that 
Mr. Henderson was not ignorant of the 
requirements of foreign policy, and he 
relied upon the Foreign Secretary and his 
own personal knowledge in such matters. 
‘* What, then,” he demanded fiercely, ‘‘ is 
the nature of the change in the policy of 
His Majesty’s Government which this 
provoked resignation implies? That is 
what the country has an absolute right to 
know. (Opposition cheers.) We have 
great responsibilities. We.” do not inter- 
fere with the Executive as long as we 
have confidence in their decisions, but 
when they come down with a great 
dramatic stroke of this kind which 
resounds in every quarter of the globe, 
which is now the subject of conversation, 
I should think, in every bazaar in the 
East, then we have a right to know what 
is the reason that has led the Government 
to their decision.’’ (Renewed cheers. ) 

With a dramatic gesture Lord Salisbury 
indicated Lord Passfield, the Dominions 
Secretary, sitting on the bench opposite, 
and asked: ‘‘ Were Australia and New 
Zealand prepared for a change of foreign 
policy regarding Egypt?’ 

A faint smile crossed Lord Passfield’s 
face, but he did not stir in his seat, nor 


| reply to the question. 


A TEST OF THE SOCIALISTS. 

“The Secretary of State remains 
silent,” continued Lord Salisbury. “Il 
have no doubt that no communication was 
made. I tell the Secretary of State and 
I tell the Government that no Govern- 
ment can decide vital questions of foreign 
policy without communication with the 
Dominions. They ought to have. been 
aware of that before they provoked the 
resignation of Lord Lloyd.”’ 

This, contended Lord Salisbury, was 
the test as to the capacity of the Socialist 
Government to rise to the height of being 
able to solve these great Imperial 
problems and to conduct the administra- 
tion of the Empire. “ I earnestly hope 
they will net be misled by the ignorant 
speech of the hustings, the sort of things 
that are said at election times by ignorant 
Socialist candidates, who have no know 
ledge of these great things. Not that I 
despise Socialist members: they are quite 
as capable as I am personally of study- 
ing, understanding and appreciating these 

reat Imperial: issues as any of ourselves, 

ut most of them have not had the oppor- 
tunity for that purpose.”’

HORSES NOW IN DUBLIN. 


By Our Spectat CorResPonDeENT. 

The first of the Army teams entered 
for the horse jumping competitions at the 
Horse Show on August 6th, 7th, 8th and 
9th, arrived at Kingstown yesterday 
morning. It was the United States team, 
consisting of nine horses. Two of the 
riders, Major H. D. Chamberlain and 
Lieutenant Edwin Y. Argo, accompanied 
the animals, which were under the care of 
four grooms, The remaining members cf 
the American team, Captain W. BH. 
Bradford and Lieutenant FE. F. Thomson, 
are expected to reach Dublin to-day. 

The animals were conveyed to the Royal 
Dublin Society’s grounds at Ballsbridge, 
where it is understood they will remain 
until the Show has coneluded. 


THE OTHER TEAMS, 

The other Army teams which have 
entered are expected to arrive in Dublin 
towards the end of this week and early in 
the coming week, The Belgian team should 
have reached Dunkirk yesterday, and they 
may remain there for some days before 
coming to Dublin. The Swedish team 
will probably arrive here on the lst of 
August, and the Swiss officers are expected 
at the end of the present week, but no 
definite information of the exact date ol 
their arrival is to hand. 

The teams representing the remaining 
countries will Jand in Ireland in sufficient 
time to allow their horses to recover from 
the effects of the sea voyage and become 
acclimatised to the country before taking 
part in the competitions. 


AMERICAN OFFICER’S HOPE. 

In conversation with an Irish Times 
representative last night at the Royal 
Hibernian Hotel, where the American 
representatives are staying Major 
Chamberlain said that the journey from 
Hamburg, from which they had come, 
had been rather pleasant, and the horses 
had not been much inconvenienced. Some 
days would elapse. before the animals could 
reach the top of their “ form ” after the 
journey, but Major Chamberlain believes 
that they will get use to the climate in a 
short time. 

The team, he added, had been competing 
at Warsaw, Cologne, Poissons and Ham- 
burg during the. past few months, and 
before starting on the journey to Ireland 
had rested ;t the Cavalry School at 
Hanover for several days. 


HORSES’ ROUGH TIME. 

“You will see from that programme,”’ 
he added, ‘‘that our horses have been 
having a rough time of it, but when they 
have rested here for a while we expect 
that they will do us credit at. your Show. 
At the various centres where we competed, 
our team showed up comparatively well, 
and our opponents, in most cases, were 
exceptionally good. The continental 
riders are splendid, and we shall miss the 
Italians and the Poles here in Dublin.’’ 

Major Chamberlain said that one diffi- 
culty which presented itself to the 
American team was the taking of the 
double bank jumps in the Ballsbridge 
ground. There are no such jumps in 
America, and their horses may experience 
difficulty with them here. On a conti- 
nental course which had such banks they 
put their horses to them, but the animals 
did not do well. In fact, the Major 
added, they tried to take them in one 
leap. 

“However, there is good stuff in our 
horses,” he added, “and with some 
practice they will improve considerably. 
We are trying to find some jumping 
ground close to the city that has these 
banks, and should we be lucky in that 
respect it will mean a great deal to us.” 

Major Chamberlain and his colleague 
then left the hotel for Ballsbridge to give 
the team of horses a final look over before 
retiring for the night.

SHOTS FIRED INTO 
DWELLING-HOUSE.

News has reached Galway of an attack

When the firing ceased Mr. Taylor 
summoned . the Civie Guards from 
Ardrahan Barrack about two miles away, 
and they discovered about eighty cartridge 
cases and some spent rifle and revolver 
bullets in the vicinity of the house in 
which several windows were broken.

A TRIAL RUN. 


MINISTERS IN THE 
LIMELIGHT. 


- 


In a leading article The Times of to-day 
observes :—The Labour Government concludes 
to-day the first trial of its mettle in Parlia- 
ment, and the presentation of some instal- 
ment, at least, of its policy. Ministers make 
no secret of their relief at the prospect of 
a long recess. One reason is that it is 
always irksome, until familiarity reeds en- 
durance, to be transformed from the snipers 
into the sniped. It is partly, no -loubt, this 
inexperience of sustained criticism ftom a 
potentially effective Opposition which explains 
why those Ministers who have been most in 
the limelight have not been very impressive. 
Mr. Macdonald has been far too certain that 
he has the weight of the world on his 
shoulders, and Mr. Thomas that povularity 
wil excuse obscurity of thought or language. 
Mr. Greenwood and Miss Bondfieid have 
been industrious, but dull. Mr. Snowden 
alone has caught and held the fancy of the 
House, although both Captain Benn and Mr. 
Alexander have answered questions with 
clearness and spirit. 

The jumor Ministers are more to be con- 
gratulated. Miss Lawrence has shown that 
she his lost none of her informed forcefulness. 
Sir Oswald Mosley, apart from one notorious 
divergence into doubtful arithmetic, has been 
a useful lieutenant to Mr. Thomas, and there 
are others, notably Mr. Herbert Morrison, 
who have shown at question time a power 
to project their voice. and opinions beyond 
the limit of the table. The back-benchers 
have had little need to support, and a patural 
disinclination to attack, their leaders, but it 
is in the few speeches of substance which 
have come from them that lies the funda- 
mental explanation of the discomfort which 
pervades the whole party. 

These speeches—and notably Mr. Wheat- 
ley’s very powerful contribution to the de- 
bate on the housing subsidy—have revealed 
a far-reaching measure of disappointment, the 
difierence between clection promises and 
Parliamentary periormance. 


THE DISPUTE IN 
MALTA. 


CABINET’S REPLY TO 
CHARGES. 

The Times Malta Correspondent says in a 
message yesterday:—The following is a 
synopsis of the Maltese Cabinet’s reply to 
Cardinal Gasparri, the Papal Secretary of 
State, which was tabled in the House 
to-day. With reference to Cardinal Gasparri's 
letter of June 30, in which, through the 
Bishops of Malta and Gozo, the Maltese 
people were publicly informed that Lord 
Strickland was not a persona grata to the 
Holy See, the Cabinet has drawn up a 
memorandum in reply. 

The Ministers hold that the source of 
Cardinal Gasparri’s information is not the 
report of the Apostolic Delegate, Monsignor 
Pascal Robinson, Titalar Archbishop of 
Tyana, but an extraneous document of un- 
revealed authorship, which is “a string of 
malicious and infamous mis-statements, which 
Ministers could have afforded to disregard as 
beneath contempt had they not received a 
hearing from the responsible adviser to the 
Hol? See.” 

The Ministers greatly regret that on evi- 
dence of this kind they should have been 
condemned without a hearing. -hey declare 
that it is obvious that the aide 1 emotre is 
““a travesty of the situation in Malta, dic- 
tated by undiluted political bias and trans- 
parent personal enmity against Lord 
Strickland, chronically indulged in by the 
Opposition, or so-called Nationalist Party, 
whose object is to denationalise the Maltese, 
destroy the native Maltese tongue, uproot 
their racial characteristics, and ultimately re- 
piace the British by the Italian Flag.” That 
party has made it a rule to associate 
Catholicism with Italianita, and denounce 
everything British as hostile to the Catholic 
faith. Yet it was Nationalist misrepresenta- 
tion which, in the Ministers’ opinion, induced 
Cardinal Gasparri to give credence to the 
statements in the aide memoire. Certainly 
it was not the report of the Apostolic delegate. 

The latter had assured the Ministers that 
no one believed anything but that they were 
true and good Catholics. The interviews with 
His Grace were of the most cordial character, 
and he left no doubt in the minds of the mem- 
bers of the Cabinet that he had rightly under- 
stood their point of view and the spirit of 
their policy. The Apostolic Delegate also 
expressed the opinion that most of the sub- 
missions made to him by the Ministers would 
be concurred in by the Vatican. In so doing 
His Grace went no farther than did Cardinal 
Gasparri, and Monsignor Borgongimi Duca, 
who last November, at an interview in Rome 
with Lord Strickland and Sir Augustus 
Bartolo, declared that they saw no reason why 
a special concordat should not be entered into 
between the Imperial Government and the 
Holy See with regard to the affairs of Malta, 
especially in connection with the request that 
no foreigners he appointed heads of religious 
Orders in the islands.

Her ! ajesty 
shook hands with Mr. Jack Hayes, M.P., 
Vice-Chamberlain of the Household, and Mr. 
Ben Smith, M.P., Treasurer of the House- 
hold. Both wore morning clothes and silk 
hats. Mr. Ramsay Macdonald, in cut away 
coat, spotted black tie, and silk hat, stood 
chatting to General Dawes, the American 
Ambassador, while Mr. J. H. Thomas was 
immaculate in a single-breasted lavender 
waistcoat, with rop hat and morning’ coat.

IMMENSE NITRATE 
FINDS. 


DEPOSITS OVER AREA AS 
LARGE AS IRELAND. 


From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
CAPE TOWN, Thursday. 


The results of analysis of hundreds oi 
samples of nitrate deposits taken from 
the recently discovered s in the Gibeon 
district of South-West Africa were 
announced to-day in a paper read by Pro- 
fessor J. Smeath Thcmas before the 
British Association. A typical analysis, 
said Professor Thomas, was as follows : — 


‘Sodium nitrate, 15.98 per cent.; potas- 


sium chloride, 1.49 per cent.; sodium 
chloride, 5.56 per cent. ; sodium sulphate, 
5.29 per cent.; calcium bicarbonate, 0.81 
per cent. ) 

Ten thousand square miles of the 
nitrate area have so íar been scientifically 
investigated. Two Government proclama- 
tions have been issued giving the total 
area as 32,000 square miles. 

Professor Thomas said that he wished 
to approach the matter in a cautious 
spirit, but the country was undoubtedly 
very similar in nature to Chile. 
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THE NATURE OF 
LIFE. 


GENERAL SMUTS ON 
HOLISM. 


CHANGING VIEWS. 


PHILOSOPHERS AT 
CAPE TOWN. 
CAPE sons Thursday. 


General Smuts opened the British 
Association's discussion to-day on ‘‘ The 
Nature of Life” with a brilliant re- 
statement of his holistic faith as against 
the mechanistic interpretation. It was 
appropriate, he declared, that a layman 
had been selected to open the discussion, 
because life was more than a scientific 
problem: its practical human interest 
transcended its scientific interest. 
Hitherto, he continued, the governing 
concepts in the interpretation of life— 
Vitalism and Mechanism—were respec- 
tively obsolete and obsolescent. Vitalism 
was still the view of common-sense; . 
Mechanism persisted as the creed of many 
biologists who had not had time to adjust 
their theories to the collapse of mechan- 
istic views in physics. Life was more 
than its detailed reactions ; its procedure 
followed a different routine, displayed a 
different behaviour from what it would in 
the absence of life. A monkey, or even 
a mechanical model, could be made to 
write with the same pen as Shakespeare, 
but one would write ‘‘ Hamlet” and the 
other mere meaningless nonsense. Not 
detailed reaction but total behaviour was 
the real test. 


MATTER. 


The real whole of life demanded a 
different concept from that of mechanical 
aggregate. The concept of matter itself 
had undergone a great change. Matter 
had become immaterial It was now con- 
sisted of clusters of fickle events—not 
hard, impenetrable, unalterable entities. 
The material view of matter had gone, 
and with it the mechanistic view of life 
So far from life being tied up with matter 
in the mechanistic scheme, matter was 
now being remodelled on the lines of life 
in most recent physics. 

The concept of Holism supplied just 
that creative feature which appeared 
characteristic of the evolutionary universe. 
Mechanism was a combination of inde- 
pendent, unalterable parts, in which the 
aggregate was the exact equivalent of the 
parts, neither more nor less. The real 
universe Was holistic, consisting of wholes 
which transcended their parts and 
functioning parts modulated and balanced 
into the behaviour of the whole. 


COMPLICATED WHOLES. 


Bodies of living organisms consisted of 
chemical substances, a novel feature being 
the formation of vastly more complicated 
wholes than were met with on the plane 
of non-living matter. As the properties 
were to the ““O ” and ‘“‘H’’ atoms con- . 
stituting it, so life to its constitutive 
elements was no new entity or substance 
of energy or force, but a creative 
emergent arising from a new type of a 
most complex whole. 

All the detailed mechanisms and 
agencies were, no doubt, physical and 
chemical, but their working together for 
the maintenance of the organism was 
novel and different from what was seen in 
the behaviour of lifeless things in the 
same circumstances. 

Holism might at first sight appear to 
be mystic and unscientific, but it ex- 
pressed a real, concrete experience, and in 
the end supplied a surer foundation for 
science than mechanistic ideas.* His 
personal view was that it pointed to a 
fundamental feature of the world, grow- 
ing in importance with its evolution and 
expressing its trend in ever higher forms. 


A SUPPORTER. 


Dr. J. 8. Haldane declared that, as far 
as physiology was concerned, he was in 
whole-hearted agreement with General 
Smuts, that anything which could pro- 
perly be called scientific physiology was 
impossible apart from the conception of 
Holism. Vitalism was borne down be- 
cause any physiological activity attribut- 
able to the vital principle proved to be 
dependent on environment, the vers 
energy liberated by living organisms 
being traceable to external sources. 

The mechanistic theory seemed to afford 
a clear working hypothesis, while natural 
solutions explained why life was so com- 
plicated and variegated a process, but did 
not explain the fact that any species of 
organism constantly maintained its struc 
ture in face of all sorts of vicissitudes in 
environment. Mechanistic physiology 
failed to play the part which might be 
expected of it, as the basis of scientific 
medicine and hygiene, and failed to ex- 
plain why the body reproduced, main- 
tained and regulated itself as 1t was 
always doing. 

Life in its smallest forms was still life. 
Modern physical investigation of the atom 
and molecule seemed to be endowing them 
with something very like individual life. 
No meaning could be attached to the idea 
that life had arisen from mechanical con- 
ditions. The conception of life as co- 
ordinated or holistic activity was abso- 
lutely fundamental in scientific physio- 
logical investgation. 


DEFEATIST FORMULA. 


Professor H. 8. Holden vigorously de- 
fended the mechanistic position, deriving 
it historically from the empirical temper 
of Moorish culture, which contrasted 
essentially with the teleological outlook 
of the Hellenics and Scholastics. At the 
end of the nineteenth century experi- 
mental biologists were inclined to the 
belief that analysis of reflex integration 
and analysis of the reflex system were 
problems not of apologetics, but of ener- 
getics. The traditional distinction between 
reflex and voluntary activity remained as 
a defeatist formula in biological nomen- 
clature. 

In conclusion Professor Holden declared 
that the outlook of the younger genera- 
tion ‘of biologists was more profoundly 
mechanistic than ever before. 
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CORK HARBOUR 
DEVELOPMENT. 


COMMISSIONERS’ TOUR 
OF INSPECTION. 
PRESIDENT COSGRAVE 
AND IRISH MONEY.

From OUR SPECIAL Correspondent. 
CORK, Thursday. 

It is quite evident that the American people 
have confidence in the efforts of the Irish 
Free State to reinforce its position as an 
assertive and constructive factor in the com- 
munity of nations. “This opinion extends 
even to the cold-blooded economic Wall street 
financiers of the. United States, whose. in: 
terest in the development of this country 
resulted in the revival of the Cork Harbour 
Commission pre-war custom of conducting an 
annual tour of inspection of the harbour. 

On no other occasion was the trip around 
this splendid harbour fraught with such pos- 
sibilities, for, as was first revealed in the 
Jrish Times last week, rival groups of Ameri- 
can financiers are not only interested in the 
development of this country, but are desirous 
of financing schemes for the promotion and 
improvement of industry here. i 

t was in view of these important poss!- 
bilities that the Commissioners decided to 
investigate for themselves the potentialities 
of the port, payirlg particular attention to 
the land reclamation scheme at Tivoli, and 
also the Nicholson scheme for the establish- 
ment of a terminal port outside Queens- 
town. They were accompanied by Presi- 
dent Cosgrave and a number of members 
of ‘the reestablished Corporation, and also 
Mr. Joseph N. Mullan, Executive Vice-Pre- 
sident of the Ireland Corporation of 
America, whose company are desirous of 
romoting an alternative scheme to the 
Nicholson project. 

Mr. Mullan, who is a member of the 
Advisory Board Joint Stock Security, New 
York, told me that his Corporation controlled 
over sixty million dollars, which was avail- 
abie for investment in this country. 

“ We are ready to take over the Shannon 
Electricity Scheme in its entirety,’ he said, 
‘** but were unable to make a deal, and as 
we know definitely that the trans-Atlantic 
shipping companies are desirous of estab- 
lishing a terminal port in Ireland.” we 
would be willing to finance such a scheme, 
even without the guarantee from your Govern- 
ment.” ! 
THE GREAT OUTLAY. 

In the course of a conversation that I had 
with Mr. Mullane he said that the great 
obstacle in the way of such a step was the 
huge expenditure involved, which was un- 
doubtedly beyond the resources of any port 
authority, although the established revenue 
of the Cork Harbour Board was sufficient to 
meet the interest on any long term loan, 
such as he would be prepared to finance. 

“The fact is,” he said to me, “that 
American visitors to Europe are, in the main, 


in favour of the shortest sea voyage, and | 


it is because of that tendency that the North 
German Lloyd are in favouf of Galway as a 
terminal port. They are willing to land 
passengers in the West of Ireland port, and by 
means of air services, linked up with all the 
centres. of Europe, distribute them at their 
ultimate destinations.”’ 

Mr. Mullane further . informed me that, 
although he came annually to this country, 
he had not disembarked at an Irish port 
because of the fact that the fastest liners 
did not call here. The present type of 
tourist arriving in Ireland was not the one 
from which greatest advantage could be 
cerived, and their aim should be to provide 
facilities and attractions for the largest and 
fastest linérs afloat. Galway provided an 
ideal position for the establishment of such a 
port, being only four and a half days from 
America; but, while the Ireland Corporation 
were willing to float a loan for the construc- 
tion of a terminal port there, they would also 
be agreeable to lending a sum sufficiently 
large for the improvement of Cork Harbour 
as a trade distributing centre for Europe. 
-**Cherbourg and other ports of call will 
die within five years,’’ added Mr. Mullane, 
who also told me that, while he had not 
estimated the cost of the Cork Harbour 
scheme, the estimated expenditure at Galway 
would, amount to more than three-and-a-half 
million pounds sterling. 

DEFINITE PROPOSALS. 

Mr. Mullane also told me that he was 
approaching his friend, Mr. P. W. Chapman, 
who had recently purchased the United 
States Shipping Line, and was. now in 
England, with a view of having his firm's 
heedquarters transferred to Queenstown. _ 

“ I am guite prepared,” he said, ** within 
the next few weeks to place definite proposals 
before the Cork Harbour Board, and may 
state that one of our Board of Directors, Mr. 
E. T. Foley, who is the leading harbour 
builder in the United States, has promised 
me that he will come over personally and 
inspect the port, the local authority meeting 
a pro rata portion of the expenses, paying 
only the actual cost of the investigation. — 

A certain amount of uneasiness prevailed 
amongst the members of the Cork Harbour 
Board with whom I discussed these possible 
developments in the trans-Atlantic shipping 
world, and it was generally conceded 
that the establishment of a terminal port 
outside Cork Harbour would sound the death- 
knell of Queenstown as a port of call, Even 
the Cuskinny Bay project was considered 
obsolete under these suggested conditions, and 
Mr. James Price, the Harbour Board 
engineer, believed that the only alternative 
site would be at Ringabella Bay, on the 
other side of the harbour from Queenstown. 

This cove, he pointed out, was sheltered 
completely from the prevailing south-westerly 
winds, but there would be required the con- 
struction of a breakwater in the harbour, and 
the erection of a pier, and entire railway 
connection with Carrigaline or Crosshaven. 
The great objection to this branch of 
the scheme would be the nature 
of the hilly country to be tra 
versed, but he thought that the 
cost would not be more than the Carrigaloe- 
Cuskinny suggestion, and the narrow gauge 
on the line between Cork and those two 
centres could he broadened at little ontlay. 

THE ONLY TERMINAL PORT. 

President Cosgrave was disinclined to make 
any statement when I approached him. Such 
suggested er, he said, would re- 
quire the considered opinions of a marine 
engineer; but Mr. Richard Wallace, the 
Chairman of the Cork Harbour Board, de- 
clared emphatically that if there were to be 
a terminal port in the Irish Free State, Cork 
Harbour was the only centre worthy of con- 
sideration | 

** We are the nearest to America,” he said, 
"“and not only are we the nearest to Europe 
also, but the port is only one hour's sailing 
out of the direct course irom American ports 
to Europe.” i 

He also told me that his Board would be 
willing to consider any plans for the develop- 
ment of the port, and added that already 
ample proof had been furnished of the lesser 
delay here than at any other port, whil2, in 
addition, vessels had the advantage of a 
greater depth of water, with less danger.

PROFESSOR THOMAS EAGLESON 


GORDON. 


The death took place yesterday at 2 Pem- 
broke Mansions, Pembroke road; Pembroke, 
County Dublin, of Professor Thomas Eagleson 
Gordon, M.Ch., F.,R.C.8.1., President of the 
Royal College of Surgeons in Ireland, : 

Widely known in Dublin as an eminent 
surgeon, Professor Gordon ‘was, with the 
exception of one year, associated with the 
Adelaide Hospital, Dublin, from his student 
days until a few months ago, when he resigned 
on account of trouble with his eyesight and 
general ill-health, Shortly after he had 
qualified in 1890 as Bachelor in Medicine and 
Paéhelor in Surgery he was appointed House 
a's. AR the Adelaide Hospital, where he 
had obtained a Hudson Scholarship. Later 
he became assistant surgeon. On the death 
of Professor Edward Taylor in 1895 he went to 
the Royal City of Dublin Hospital, where he 
was surgeon for about twelve months. When 
Dr, Henry FitzGibbon resigned his position as 
surgeon at the Adelaide Hospital he was 
succeeded by Dr. Gordon. Since 1895 Dr. 
Gordon was a Fellow of the Royal College 
of Surgeons in Ireland, and for many years 
was a demonstrator of anatomy in the 
Anatomy School of Dublin University, of 
which he was a graduate. His unfailing 
interest in medical education led to his 
appointment in 1922. as Professor of Surgery 
at Dublin University. 

He was a member of the Dublin Biological 
Club, and of the Anatomical Society of Great 
Britain, and was a Fellow of the Association 
of Surgeons of Great Britain and Ireland, 
and: of the Royal Academy of Medicine in 
Of the last-named body he was 
President of the Surgical Section. For a 
nuniber of years he was consulting surgeon to 
the, Rotunda Hospital, Dublin. In addition 
to having much private practice, he was the 
London, Midland and Scottish Railway Com- 
in Áw surgeon for Ireland. Outside his pro- 
professional work he had many interests, two 
of his chief studies being geology and 
archeology. 

A native of the North of Ireland, he was 
most popular with the members of his pro- 
fession in Dublin. He leaves a widow and 
five daughters, four of whom are married. 


CAPTAIN RICHARD W. BAYLEY. 


The death took place on Tuesday last. of 
Captain Richard William Winter Bayley, Bal- 
linderry, Moate. He was engaged in hay- 
making operations when he collapsed. Mrs. 
Bayley was immediately called at his request, 
and he died soon after her arriva). At the 
inquest held in the afternoon by Coroner 
Maliun the medical testimony showed that 
Captain Bayley had died from heart trouble. 

The eldest son of Mr. Edmund Kelly 
Bayley, D.L., Rookwood, Co. Roscommon, 
and of Arnolds, Holmwood, Surrey, he was 
educated at Marlborough College, and chose 
the Army as a career, entering the órd Batta- 
lion of the Essex Regiment. He served with 
his reviment in the South African War, On 
his retirement from the Army he went, to 
live at Rallinderry, and resided there until the 
cutbreak of the Great War, when he rejoined 
the Forces and served for over two years at 
Salonika. He married Elsie Irene, eldest 
daughter of the late Mr. James Thompson 
Harris, Java, in 1908. .A former High Sheriff 
of the County Westmeath, he also took a 
great interest in sport and in the breeding of 
live stock. He was a noted polo player, a 
keen follower of hounds, and a well-known 
patron of the principal Irish race meetings.

ANOTHER “ BIDDY '”

LONDON, Thursday. 

A specia] jury in the King’s Bench Division 
to-day awarded £30 damages to the Union 
Jack Photo Plays, Ltd., of London, in their 
action against the New Catholic Press, Ltd., 
proprietors of the Cathotee Herald, and Mr. 
Charles Diamond, the Editor, in respect of 
an alleged libel contained in an article in the 
Vatholic. Herald on December 1 last. 

Plaintiff's counsel explained that the Union 
Jack Photo Plays sued the Gaiety Theatre, 
Dublin, in November last, claiming damages 
for breach of contract to produce a play 
called “ Biddy.” The defence to that action 
was that the play was not produced because 
it was offensive. Judgment was given for 
the plaintiffs, who were awarded £300 
damages. An article in the Catholic Herald 
referred to the play and the action, and 
stated that judgment was given for the de- 
fendants. That statement was inaccurate, 
and the Union Jack Photo Plays now con- 
tended that it meant that judgment had been 
given against them, because the play was 
offensive and unfit to be publicly performed. 

The New Catholic Press denied that the 
words complained of were defamatory, and 
said that they were published without malice. 
They admitted having published an erroneous 
result through inadvertence, for which they 
had apologised. 

Mr. Justice Horridge entered judgment for 
plaintiffs for £30 and costs. 


MESSRS. G. A. BRITTAIN’S NEW

Grafton street as a shopping centre is 
changing rapidly.

Messrs. Brittain, the purchasers, 
were the highest bidders on Tuesday. 

The premises, which occupy the site 100-101 
Grafton street, and 4-5 Wicklow street, are 
held from the Corporation at a ground rent 
of £550 per annum. j i

Lord Parmoor then asserted that. there 
had been no alteration in the Labour 
Party's policy. Their desire was to see 
Egypt come an independent  self- 
governing community.

A POINT OF HONOUR. 

He regretted that Lord Lloyd had found 
it conscientiously necessary to resign his 
position, but surely it was perfectly ea 
to understand. Supposing Lord Lloyd, 
with his views on what should be done, 
concluded that he could not carry on with 
what the Government thought was right to 
be done in the internal affairs of Egypt, 
surely it was only a point of honour on 
the part of Lord Lloyd and Mr. Henderson 
that in those circumstances they both 
came to the conclusion that the work of 
Lord Lloyd could not be carried on further 
at present 

“The charge of provoked resignation,”’ 
continued Lord Parmoor, “is altogether 
not correct—I do not want to use a harsher 
word.”’ 

Lord Parmoor maintained that no dis- 
courtesy had been shown to Lord Lloyd. 
He then read Lord Lloyd's letter to Mr. 
Henderson, and asked ‘‘What could be 
more proper than that letter?’ 

This brought Lord Carson to his feet ex- 
claiming, “Is it not a fact that prior to 
that there was a telegram from the 
Foreign Office which, Mr. Henderson him- 
self said, he hoped would lead to the resig- 
nation ?”’ 

THE TELEGRAM. 

Lord Parmoor—I am sorry, I have not 
got that telegram. 

“Will the noble Lord inform us of the 
substance of that telegram?’’ queried the 
Marquess of Reading. 7 

Lord Parmoor again replied that he had 
not got the document. 

‘‘Perhaps,’’ he added, “I did not ap- 
preciate the importance of #. I will send 
for it.” 

Lord FEarmoor, continuing, maintained 
that there was no difference in the Labour 
Party’s attitude with regard to Egyptian 
policy and the views of the late Govern- 
ment. Whatever difference there might be, 
he asserted, was merely on the question of 
procedure, 

“I hope,” he said, as he resumed his 
seat, “that I have made it clear from my 
point of view.” 

This was greeted with cries of “ No, no” 
from the Opposition benches. . 

A DISAPPOINTING REPLY. 

The Marquess of Reading expressed great 
disappointment with Lord Parmoor’s reply. 
(Opposition cheers.) The published corres- 
pondence created the distinct impression 
that the cause of Lord Lloyd’s resignation 
was a change of policy in Egypt. That 
was most definitely stated. 

Lord Reading then paid a glowing tribute 
to the public spirited service of Lord Lloyd 
as Governor of Bombay, when he (Lord 
Reading) was Viceroy of India. 

“While I was Viceroy of India," he added, 
“there were five changes of Government, but 
[ never found myself in a difficulty of this 
character. What puzzles me is why, in the 
short time that has elapsed since the Govern- 
ment took office, and in the light of the con- 
ditions and circumstances disclosed to us to- 
day, in so far as they have been disclosed, 
that Lord Lloyd should feel bound to send in 
his resignation and the Government to accept 
it. I am still perplexed by what Lord 
Parmoor has said. Am I right in this view— 
that as regards the four reservations and con- 
stitution there is no change of policy? 

Lord Parmoor—yYes, 1 think so. 

Lord Reading—We, in this House, are de- 
bating a matter of the greatest importance in 
which we are bound to take an interest and 
are inquiring from the Government to ascer- 
tain what the position is, and Lord Parmoor 
has told us that he is not in a position to give 
us the information that we must have, and 
that we must wait until the Foreign Secretary 
has stated it in another place. 


EGYPTIAN POLICY. 

Lord Parmoor—On the question with which 
he is dealing—the four. conditions and the 
constitution—I gave a definite and positive 
answer. As regards the matters which passed 
between Mr. Henderson and Lord Lloyd I 
do not see how I possibly can. 

Lord Reading—I am quite satisfied as re- 
gards the four reservations and the constita- 
tion in the answer. As I now gather from 
Lord Parmoor there is no change in the 
policy. 

Lord Reading added that he now under- 
stood that there were differences in matters 
of procedure, 

Lord Parmoor—They might 
portant. 

Lord Reading—I agree, but may I point 
out the difficulty under which we are now 
discussing this question. We are seeking to 
ascertain whether there has been a change of 
policy, which has led to the resignation of 
Lord Lloyd. We are toid, first, that there is 
no change as regards the four reservations 
and constitution; and, secondly, there is no 
change oí policy in regard to internal govern- 
ment. What is the change of procedure ! 
What is it that has led to Lord Lloyd’s 
resignation ? Is it not the two vital matters 
to which reference has been made, but some 
matter of procedure’? Are we not to know 
what it is ? 


‘‘ ABSOLUTELY IN THE DARK.” 

“The document of July 3rd, 1 suppose, is 
the only document whitch can indicate this 
change of procedure which has led “to the 
resignation of Lord Lloyd. We have asked for 
the document. We are left absolutely in the 
dark. We do not know what was in the 
telegram, The only thing we do know is that 
Lord Lloyd came to this country soon after- 
wards, and then had a conversation with the 
Foreign Secretary, and, as a result of the 
conversation, he resigned, and then cor- 
respondence passes. I dó submit that it is, 
indeed, a most unsatisfactory condition ander 
which we have to debate a matter of this 
kind, and I cannot but feel that it is: no 
excuse to say that the Minister responsible 
will make an explanation to-morrow in the 
other House.” 

Lord Passfield, the Dominions Secretary, 
pointed, out that he had no power to refer to 
previous correspondence; ‘‘ but,” he added, 
“it must be obvious that negotiations of this 
kind could not yet be published, would |

Lord Brentford (warmly)—We know that. 

The correspondence, Lord Passfield pointed 
out, referred to action taken and proposals 
made, not only by the present Government, 
but also by the previous Government, which 
1b was not convenient in the public interes! 
to make known to the world. Jt was because 
of that that the Government. was unable to 
go thoroughly into the matter. 


KING FUAD'S VISIT TO LONDON. 

Lord Brentford recalled that when he was 
Home Sectetary Lord Lloyd never disre- 
jarded any. instruction sent to him by the 
Government, who had the fullest confidence 
In him, and repeatedly thanked him for his 
services. © He pointed out that the Prime 
Minister and Foreign Secretary of Egypt were 
in London negotiating with the Government, 
and suggested that the dismissal of Lord 
Lloyd was essential to the success of the 
negotiations. 

Lord Passfield vehemently protested that 
there. was no connection between the two 
facts, 

Lord Brentford went on to criticise the 
Government for not having produced the tele- 
gram of July ó, and, failing to get what he 
considered a satisfactory reply from the 
Government front bench, he exclaimed, 
' Lord Passfield has a faculty of turning 
the issue with a multitude of vague words.”’ 

“In my limited experience of Cabinets,” 
he continued, *‘no such conversations with 
a High Commissioner, and no such telegram 
leading to his dismissal, could possibly have 
been taken by any individual Cabinet Minister 
without being reported to the Cabinet as a 
whole. We have lamentably failed to get the 
informatién for which we have asked because 
the Government take refuge in vague gener- 
alities and will not answer the simple ques- 
tions put to them, which are matters of fact, 
and if they know the fact, which they ought 
to, they could quite easily answer them.” 


LORD BIRKENHEAD’S ATTACK, 

The debate was wound up by the Earl of 
Birkenhead, who severely criticised the 
attitude adopted by Lord Parmoor. ‘ He 
cannot treat us in this way,” said Lord 
Birkenhead, ‘‘saying I can only make a 
artial and perfunctory statement, because a 
ull statement must be made in the House 
of Commons to-morrow. The House of Lords 
has never been so treated. That he should 
have come nere so ill-equipped, without one 
particle of necessary information, is a scandal 
and an insult to this House. © (Opposition 
cheers.) 

‘Is the telegram here even now, may I 
ask?” he shouted across to Lord Parmoor. 

Lord Parmoor rose and informed Lord 
Birkenhead that the telegram could not be 
produced ‘“‘because of the public interests 
involved.” 

“The matter grows more astonishing with 
every explanation that is given,” said Lord 
Birkenhead. ‘‘ This telegram is the pivot of 
the whole resignation story. Lord Parmoor 
says that high considerations of public policy 
make it impossible for him to produce :t. T 
would give him another piece of Parlia- 
mentary advice—never again make the basis 
of Pasliamentary» argument a document 
which, when challenged, you Say you cannot 
lay on the table of the House.” 


INCONCEIVABLE AFFRONT. 
Stressing his words by thumping on the 
table before him, Lord Birkenhead con- 
tinued: ‘‘ I have. never heard in twenty years 
of Parliamentary life a Minister make such 
an argumentative use of a document which 
ha has been unable to produce. 1 have 
never heard such a thing done in all the 
years I have been in the House. }.crd Par- 
moor began by asking Lord Salisbury whether 
he knew of a despatch between Sir Austen 
Chamberlain and Lord Lloyd. I pass by the 
inconceivable affront to your lordships by 
this private conversation. : 

‘* What is the inference? He thought there 
was something in that document which 
showed that some difference of opinion had 
arisen between Sir Austen Chamberlain and 
Lord Lloyd which afforded some justification 
for the attitude of the Government. Does 
he think it decent to conduct Parliamentary 
argument in that way’ If he relies or the 
document, let us have it. Let us have none 
of these hole and corner presentations. Let 
hizn read the document on which he relies, 
and be sure of this—Parliament can get this 
decument, if they have not obtained :t, from 
the noble and learned lord to-day. 'lhese are 
urgent and vital documents.”’ 

Lord Birkenhead maintained that it was 
the duty of Parliament to investigate the 
circumstances under which a man of Lord 
Lloyd’s personal distinction, who desired to 
remain in the public service, had had te 
resign. 


A STARTLING STATEMENT, 

“I have some reason for saying that com- 
munications of a formal character were 
actually taking place between the Govern- 
ment and representatives of Egypt, without 
any communication of any kind being made 
to the High Commissioner. If that be true, 
nothing more scandalous ever took place. 
Lord Lloyd was responsible to the King and 
country, and that any Government, without 
keeping him informed, should undertake 
negotiations of this kind was indecorous and 
happily unprecedented in our political 
history.’’ 

Lord Birkenhead described Lord Parmoor’s 
speech as nebulous, and asked whether the 
negotiations with Egypt were to be concluded 
without Parliament being informed. ‘I 
hope,” he added with emphasis, ‘‘that the 
rumour that has reached me that the docu- 
ment has actually been signed is untrue. It 
would, indeed, be incredible. Is Lord 
Parmoor possessed of any information on that 
point, because it is of vital importance?”’ 

NO LAUGHING MATTER, 

Leaning upon the table and speaking with 
emphasis to the Government front bench, 
Lord Birkenhead exclaimed: “If it is the 
intention of the Government to experiment 
with Imperial polities like this during the 
recess of Parliament; T say without hesitation 
that, althongh I am no longer in official 
polities, I would use the whole of my in- 
fluence to put the Government out of power 
if they attempt so much usurpation of the 
power and privileges of Parliament.”’ 

This was greeted with a broad smile by 
Lord Passfield.

THE MODERN CHILD AND 
DYSPEPSIA, 


Does the modern child oyer-eat? Is his life 
ope long hustle’? These questions in relation 
to dyspepsia in children of school age, and 
the usual range of subjects, from colds in the 
head to food poisoning, were discussed in the 
Seentific Section of the British Medical 
Association Congress at Manchester yesterday. 

‘* How often do we find an anxious parent 
forcing food upon a teluctant and resistent 
child, forgetting Macbeth’s grace—‘‘ Now 
good digestion wait on appetite, and health 
un both,” said Prefessor F. 8. Langmead, 
liondon,. opening the. discussion in the 
Diseases of Children Section. 

“ Not infrequently I have been told by 
mothers that the dyspeptic.child will not take 
its food except by the encouragement of a 
stick, The physiological importance of 
apetite is one of the ascertained facts of 
digestion. 7 Among other means by which 
we find it destroyed is the giving of cod 
liver oil or chocolate, or other fatty foods 
a short time before meals. Food bolting in 
excitable children, to whom meals are so 
much loss of time from games, or in children 
with ravenous appetites, brings its own train 
ot dyspeptic symptoms. 

Aliuding to fat dyspepsia, he said: “ There 
are many Jack Spratts among children, who 
will eat no fat voluntarily. If made to do so 
they suffer dyspepsia.” 

e number of times which Mr. Gladstone 
chewed each morsel of food was known to 
most people, but the need for laborious and 
pains-taking mastication had probably been 
exaggerated. Mr. Warwick James’s observa- 
tious of school-children showed that the 
strong and healthy ate their meals rapidly, 
with the minimum of mastication, while the 
weakly took much longer over them. This 
observation was open to other interpretations, 
for it was ible that the weakly child, 
although taking more time, might not 
actually chew more effectually, and poor appe- 
tites might provide less saliva to mix with 
the food. The state of general health and 
vigour, said Professor Langmead, is of first 
importance, for, while the strong open-air 
country child may eat more turnips and 
unripe apples voraciously without harm, one 
feebler and more sheltered might suffer for 
indiscretion more venial. 


UNWISE MOTHERS’ 
MISTAKES. 


WELL-BALANCED DIET 
NECESSARY. 


A London woman doctor, Dr. Chodak 
Gregory, said that many mothers were more 
enthusiastic than well-informed about. child- 
ren’s diets. They stuffed their children with 
cream, butter, milk and bacon without any 
knowledge of the child’s capacity to bear 
such large amounts of food. When dyspepsia 
followed the children were put on fat-free 
diets. These were excellent for a week or 
two during that dyspepsia, but quite inade- 
quate to be continued for ordinary require- 
ments. Thin dyspeptics often had difficulty 
in keeping up y heat in winter, and 
usually contracted catarrh: ‘‘ Get baek to 
an pa Shows well-mixed, well-balanced diet,”’ 
must be their slogan. 

We find more dyspepsia in the well-to-do 
child whose food is fairly well managed, but 
whose school life is one long hustle, Dr. 
Gregory continued. The hais gets prac- 
tically no leisure at all. He has got his 
school lessons, his compulsory games, 
organised drill, swimming, and so on; and 
there is hardly a moment in his life in which 
he can do what a child very much loves to 
do—that is, nothing in particular. I am not 
suggesting that every time a child gets a 
tummy ache he has to be sent to a psycho- 
analyst, but I think we should look at the 
treatment of dyspepsia from the psycho- 
logist’s point of view. We shonid try to 
use our influence to lessen the hustle of the 
modern child's life. The schools in which 
schoolmasters recognise the value of leisure 
are exceedingly few. While we allow our 
children to be hustled through their lessons 
and play we shall continue to have more and 
more chronic dyspepsia. 


PTOMAINE POISONING. 


FOOD-TINNING CONDITIONS. 


New light on food poisoning came through 
a discussion opened by Professor John Cruick- 
shank, Aberdeen. He objected to outbreaks 
being so often called ptomaine poisoning when 
the conditions were those of severe gastro- 
enteritis. A wide variety of foodstufis had 
been found to be connected with them, and 
the possibility of infection from eggs had been 
raised in connection with a recent case. 
Tinned meats formed a very considerable per- 
centage of the infected foods. This was some- 
what surprising, as the heating process in- 
volved in the canning of food should kill ali 
bacterial organisms. 

Upon this, Dr .W. G. Savage, of Weston- 
Super-Mare, who is recognised as one of the 
leading authorities on food poisoning, said 
that most of the tinned food came from 
South America—that was to say, from a 
warm country. There was, in his opinion, 
abundant opportunities for the multiplica- 
tion of bacteria in the food before it got 
into the tins. The toxins resulting from 
their activities might be able to withstand 
the heat to which the food was subjected. 
In the United States, where much of this 
trade was carried on, work in the canning 
factories stopped on Sunday, but the meat 
prepared was often left over from Saturday 
to Monday before being put into cans. In 
the hot climate, therefore, there was abun- 
dant opportunity for infection. 

MILK AN INFREQUENT CAUSE. 

He did not think that outbreaks caused 
by milk were either widespread or severe 
in character. Milk outbreaks were of low 
toxicity, and figures showed that those due 
to brawn and potted meats were fifteen 
times as severe. 


FORD AIR TRANSPORT 
MODEL. 


DISPLAYS ARRANGED FOR 
IRELAND. 


To give leaders of British aviation an 
opportunity to witness demonstrations of the 
tri-motored, all metal Ford air transport one 
of the largest models has been brought to 
England. This airplane has been widely 
adopted in the United States by passenger- 
carrying air lines and also by large business 
organisations desiring the advantages of 
private air transport facilities. 

The big monoplane is on display at Olympia, 
London, during the international aircraft 
show, and later it will be flown on demons- 
tration flights to different European capitals 
by Mr. Le Roy Manning, chief of operations 
of the Ford Air Lines and senior test pilot of 
the Stout Metal Airplane Company, .he plane 
manufacturing division of the Ford Motor 
Company. Accompanying the plane will be 
Mr. J. Parker Van Zandt, special representa- 
tive of the airplane division. 

Much interest has been aroused in the 
United States by the dispatch of the air 
transport on.the cruise about Europe, as here- 
tofore Ford planes have been marketed only 
in the Americas, and this is the first model 
ever taken across the Atlantic. Ford trans- 
ports are employed by transcontinental pas- 
senger lines in the United States, hy the 
Canadian Government for industrial pur- 
poses, by operators in Mexico, on the route 
linking the two Americas by way of Panama 
and along both coasts of South America. Thev 
will be used in the air service to be started 
early next wititer from New York to Rio de 
Janeiro and Buenos Aires. 

MESCRIPTION OF MODEL. 

The air transport sele-ted for exhihitinn 
is the Ford model 5AT, weighing 13,500 
pounds gross, and having canacity for 14 
passengers in addition to pilot and Alicht 
engineer. Jt is powered hy three Pratt and 
Whitney “Wasp” motors, giving a total of 
1,275 horse-power. The plane is built of 
duralumin and coveted with Alclad alloy. 
Doralumin is an aluminium allov of great 
tensile strength, yet very light in weieht. 
Piymetal, two thicknesses of metal with a 
core of balsa wood, is used to line the cabin 
walls: Jt is an insulator against noise and

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LORD MAYOR OF 
DUBLIN, 


STATEMENT BY MR, 
L, ONELLL, 


-“ 


Dublin Port and Docks Board 
met yesterday permission was given to 
Senator Laurence O’Neill to make a state- 
ment regarding the office of Lord Mayor 
of Dublin. 

Mr. O’Neill said that he felt it was due 
to the Board to refer to the cause of his 
absence from their meetings for such .a con- 
siderable time. When the Dublin Corpora- 
tion was dissolved an Order was made by 
the Government that the members of the 
Corporation who were elected by the Cor- 
poration to act on other boards could con- 
tinue to do so, but he and his colleagues 
considered that, as they were prevented irom 
acting on the parent body, the Corporation, 
to which they were elected by the citizens, 
it would be inconsistent and humiliating to 
act on other boards as Corporation members. 

“ But,” continued Mr. O'Neill, “‘ to main- 
tain my position, many months aíter the 
Corporation was dissolved I attended here, 
carrying out the practice, which has been in 
existence for many years, of presiding at the 
election of your Chairman. I explained my 
position then, which received the sympathy 
of the Board. At the same time, | have 
never deputed my duties to anyone, nor 
have I relinquished my right to act on this 
Board as Lord Mayor of Dublin, and could 
not, even if I wished to do so, as this right 
is provided for by special Act of Parliament. 

‘This is not a personal matter, | assure 
you, as, after twelve-and-a-half years as 
Lord Mayor of Dublin, my time must be 
geiting short, but i is an endeavour to 
maintain the rights and privileges of my 
office in the interest of the citizens.”’ 

He then preceeded to explain his presence 
at the meeting of the board that day. 

THE ABSENCE OF a LORD MAYOR. 

‘**Some tune ago,” he said, “a report 
appeared in the Press that the Port and 
Docks Board had decided to entertain twenty 
cadets of the training ship Maisie Graham. 
Mr. Hewat is reported as having stated that 
on such occasions they all felt the absence 
of a figurehead in the person of the Lord 
Mayor. This statement, coming from Mr. 
Hewat, set me thinking, as, with my many 
dealings with him in troubled times, I always 
looked on him one of the most broad. 
minded men in the city, and one whose 
advice I was always glad to follow. 

“ For a long time I have been leading a 
very quiet life, after a very serious illness. 
I would like to do so still, but I asked 
myself the question, arising out of Mr. 
Hewat’s statement—No matter what my 
personal feelings were, was I doing justice 
to the citizens in keeping the position. oí 
Lord Mayor in the background ? Was I 
right in leaving the city without an elected 
official head? Was I right. in leaving the 
citizens and the Press in doubt as to the 
position of Lord Mayor? Was 1 right in 
allowing a position to be submerged that 
went back for centuries, and was occupied 
in the vear 1841 by Daniel O’Connell, whom 
Ireland is honouring to-day’? 

“On consideration of these facts 1 felt it 
was cowardice on my part not to once more 
accept the responsibilities of my offiee, as I 
accepted them in days of danger in the past. 

‘From time to time hard things have been 
said as to the assumed ill-treatment of me 
by President Cosgrave. It is only fair to 
him to state publicly that, previous to the 
Corporation being dissolved, he sent for me 
and told me the action the Government in- 
tended taking, but that it was his personal 
wish, and the wish of the Government, that 
I would not be interfered with in my posi- 
tion of Lord Mayor, and, moreover, that I 
would be appointed “Chairman of the Com- 
missioners.”’ 

TRIBUTE TO MR. COSGRAVE. 

O'Neill went on tb say that he con- 
but rejected it, feeling

sidered this offer, 


that to accept would he dishonourable to his 


colleagues in the Corporation who had stood 
by him, ‘‘.and hone more so than President 
Cosgrave, who ob many oecasions acted as 
my /ocum tenens.”” 

“ During the past few weeks,” he said, in 
eonclusion, ‘‘ 1 was elected to the Seanad. 
I do not mention this in a boastfal spirit, 
but to ease the minds of timid people as to 
my position. I was nominated by my friend 
and colleague, Senator Alfred Byrne. The 
nominatious were distributed ten or twelve 
days before the eleetion to the Senators, 
who were the electors, and, I presume, re- 
viewed by the Government and officers of the 
State. I was nominated and elected as 
‘The Rigbt Honourable Laurence O'Neill. 
Qualification: Lord Mayer of Dublin.’ ” 

The Chairman (Mr. P. J. Lawrence) said 
that Senator O'Neill's statemevt would re- 
ceive the eareful consideration of the Board. 

It was decided to refer the matter to the 
Law Agent.
